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Willie Price (H-D) took the 800cc-class 
win at the AMA National Champi- 
onship Hillclimb round in Steel City, 
Pennsylvania, on September 14, with a 
single, blisteringly fast ride. Price turned 
in a time of 7.8751 seconds, beating, Paul 
Zander (BSA) and his time of 8.5428 by 
a wide margin. Rodney Williams (H-D) 
was third on a 8.5469-second run. In the 
540cc class, David Watson (Hon) took 
the win, followed by Paul Pinsonnault 


(Hon) and Rick Soter III (BSA). 


Spud Walters (Kaw) won the 250cc Pro 
class for the second week in a row at 
round two of the CMC/SunStar Trans- 
Cal Motocross Series held at the Quail 
Canyon OHV Park near Gorman, Cali- 
fornia, on September 14. Chris Wheeler 
(Suz) and Billy Mercier (Kaw) finished 
second and third, respectively. In the 
125cc Pro class, it was Wheeler taking 
the win, followed by Casey Lytle (Hon) 
and Walters (Yam). 


Donovan Mitchell (Yam) won the 125cc 
Pro class during the Northern California 
round of the CMC SunStar Trans-Cal 
Motocross Series, held in Marysville, on 
September 13. Brett Racine (Kaw) won 
the 250cc Pro class and also finished sec- 
ond in the 125cc class. 


According to reports from Europe, 1996 
World Superbike Champion Troy Cors- 
er is set to sign a contract with Ducati 
for the 1998 World Superbike Champi- 
onship. Corser will race in the Ducati 
Corse factory team that is run by Vir- 
ginio Ferrari, and he will likely be joined 
there by Pier-Francesco Chili. This 
means that former World Champion 
Carl Fogarty will more than likely sign a 
contract that will see him aboard a facto- 
ry Suzuki GSXR750 for the 1998 World 
Superbike Series. 


Dan Murphy, the man who promoted 
the U.S. round of the World Superbike 
Championship at Laguna Seca Raceway, 
was an interested visitor to the Catalun- 


yan Grand Prix on September 14. When 
contacted about his trip to the Grand 
Prix, Murphy confirmed that he would 
like to see a second international road 
race in the United States in 1998 - either 
in the form of a second World Superbike 
event or possibly a Grand Prix. Accord- 
ing to Murphy, the Laguna Seca round 
of the World Superbike Championship 
is in jeopardy because the Flammini 
Group is asking for "a significant 
increase" for 1998 - even though Mur- 
phy has a five-year contract to run the 
event. Murphy will be meeting with 
representatives from the Flammini 
Group in Albacete, Spain, on September 
21..Murphy mentioned four tracks as 
possible hosts for an international event: 
Road Atlanta, Road America, Laguna 
Seca and Mid-Ohio. 


Road racer Randy Renfrow returned to 
his Virginia home on Saturday, Sep- 
tember 6, only four days after undergo- 
ing surgery to repair his broken lower 
leg. Renfrow was injured when he 
crashed in the AMA 250cc Grand Prix 
final at Sears Point Raceway in Sono- 
ma, California, on August 31. "I'm get- 
ting better all the time," Renfrow said 
from his home. "I'm not ambulatory, 
and I can't use a crutch because of my 
broken shoulder. They basically stick 
me in a chair in the middle of the room 
and surround me with stuff. Then they 
come back and check on me in the 
afternoon." 


Roland Sands, the racer who was 
involved in the accident with Randy 
Renfrow, is also at home recuperating 
from the crash and will miss the final 
round of the series in Las Vegas due to a 
damaged liver and lung. “Basically, I 
don’t know what Randy thought I said 
to him in the hospital,” Sands explained. 
“1 just told him: ‘Dude, that was a 
gnarly crash. I don’t really know what 
happened and I don’t know if it was my 


. fault. But if it was, I’m sorry.’ I did hit 


his rear tire, there’s no doubt about that.

ucky Strike announced on September 15 that they are leaving Grand Prix motor- 
[ cycle road racing after a 12-year involvement in the sport. The sponsor of the 

works Suzuki team since 1989, Lucky Strike first entered GP road racing three 
years earlier as the sponsor of Kenny Roberts' Yamaha squad of Mike Baldwin and 
Randy Mamola. 

Lucky Strike is most likely to resurface next year in Formula One car racing, making 
them the second high-profile tobacco defection to F-1 in the past four years. In 1993 
Rothmans pulled out after being involved with the sport for nine years to back the 
Williams-Renault F-1 team. | 

Suzuki, however, plans to continue in Grand Prix racing. In fact, the team is plan- 
ning on having three riders in 1998 and efforts to secure sponsorship are ongoing. Even 
if no suitable sponsor is found, the team will continue on, team manager Garry Taylor 
said at the Catalunyan round. | 

“I want to thank Lucky Strike,” Suzuki's Mitsuo Itoh said. "They have been a great 
sponsor and together we've achieved tremendous success, including 20 Grand Prix 
wins and the 1993 World Championship." 

"It is necessary in a highly competitive environment to monitor and evaluate our 
marketing programs on a continuing basis," said Tom Moser, director of global spon- 
sorships for British-American Tobacco. "This was a difficult decision, but it reflects a 
change in our global priorities for the Lucky Strike brand. We've been pleased with our 
association with Garry Taylor and Suzuki and sincerely thank them for their efforts 
over the past eight years. The program has been very effective in achieving the objec- 
tive of raising awareness of the Lucky Strike brand. We are certain that the team's fine 
record of achievement will assist it in finding a suitable alternative backing for 1998 


and beyond."

New Trials World Champion Doug 
Lampkin announced after the final 
round in Germany on September 7 that 
he had signed a new two-year contract 
with Beta. Lampkin had been expected 
to hold back and await the expected bid- 
ding war between Beta and the ambi- 
tious Spanish outfit Gas Gas. But he is 
known to like the Beta setup and gets 
along well with the owners and techni- 
cians of the Italian company. Also, the 
development setup with Donato Miglio 
is working well for the British rider. "I 
have signed with Beta for two years - 
that's it, really," Lampkin said after 
returning home for a celebration of his 


championship, a championship that is 
the Beta marque's first since Jordi Tarres 
took his fourth for them in 1991. 


Seven-time World Trials Champion 
Jordi Tarres, the most successful rider 
ever in the series, officially annouced 
that the German trial was his last-ever 
World Championship event. Tarres 
received a huge cheer for signing off in a 
great third place. The Spaniard won 
four World Championship for Beta 
(1987, '89, '90, 91) and three for Gas Gas 
(1993-95). Tarres is reportedly looking at 
a move into car rallying with the Span- 
ish Seat team, though he admits that he 
is still unsure of his future plans. 


Gas Gas is seeking a top World Cham- 
pionship-class rider to send to the United 
States for a high-profile sales push in 
1998. Spanish star Joan Pons is said to be 
interested, but his poor English skills 
make his being chosen unlikely. Steve 
Colley would seem a more likely candi- 
date, though he is reluctant to leave the 
championship scene. A favorite for the 
job could be Tommi Ahvala, currently 
riding on a semi-works Montesa in a 
deal funded mainly from France. 
Ahvala, World Champion for Aprilia in 
1992, has little left to prove on the 
World Championship front, as well as 
being multilingual and an excellent PR 
man. 


Kawasaki Motors Corp. USA has 
announced that it will continue selling 
the 1998 KDX200, KDX220R and 
KLX300R enduro and off-road motorcy- 
cles in California as closed-course com- 
petition motorcycles.

The Team USA trio of Jeff Emig, John Dowd and Steve Lamson had a miserable time on the muddy, 


T he U.S. entry in the 1997 Motocross des Nations suffered a humiliating defeat on a muddy, hard-packed track in Nismes, Bel- 


one-lined circuit that was the result not of bad weather, but rather an extreme case of overwatering. Belgium, the host nation, 

won the event by eight points over a surprising Italian entry (23-31), who finished another three points ahead of Great Britain in third. 
Team USA, the defending race champion and winner of the last 14 of 16 des Nations titles, finished an uncharacteristic eighth. 

The Americans had a miserable time on the Nismes track, which was carved from the remains of an old stone quarry, rather than 

the usual Belgian track surface of. loamy sand and dirt. The track was slick and rocky. When the track crews poured an obscene 

amount of water on the track both before and after practice, the thin layer of topsoil that did exist became soupy and, eventually, one- 


lined. 


The track did not play into any one team's hands, although it was rumored that the track was saturated to help Belgium's Marnicq 
Bervoets and Joel Smets, who excel in the mud. Regardless, it badly affected the Americans. Honda's Lamson crashed in both of his 
outings and was relegated to 21-15 showings. Yamaha's Dowd was running third in the combined 125/250cc moto when his engine 
began to sputter and fail, forcing him out of the race altogether. Kawasaki's Emig was a solid second in the combined 125/500cc moto 
but then struggled to 12th on a drying track in the final race. 

The star of the event was Germany's Pit Beirer, who guided his 250cc Honda to a pair of runaway wins in the 125/250cc and 
250/500cc motos. A very surprising James Dobb of Great Britain was the highest-scoring 125cc rider via his 11-6 overall scores, which 
would have been a 3-1 in the 125cc class under the old scoring system. The 500cc-class winner was Belgium's Joel Smets, who went 3- 
5. His teammate, Stefan Everts, the pre-race favorite, finished 2-3 in the 250cc class, and the other Belgian, Bervoets, was the third- 


fastest 125 with 10-10 finishes.

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Gunny's annual address 


Each year after returning from the ISDE, 
I like to take a few days to recover and 
go over in my mind all that happened.

ichael Doohan made history 
again today by becoming the 
first rider to ever win 12 500cc 
Grands Prix in one season 
with a thrilling victory over a pair of 
upstart Spaniards before a crowd of 
54,000 on an overcast day at the Marl- 
boro Catalunyan Grand Prix. 

The 32-year-old Australian, who 
wrapped up his fourth World Champi- 
onship in the previous race, fought a 
hard battle with Team MoviStar Honda 
Pons' Carlos Checa and Doohan's own 
recovering Repsol Honda teammate 
Alex Criville to take his 12th win in 13 
tries by .432 of a second. Such was 
Checa's pressure over the final three 
laps that it compelled Doohan to set a 
new lap record on the penultimate tour 


` of the 2.94-mile Circuito de Montmelo to 


help secure the victory. But even then it 
wasn't done. A long, lurid slide not far 
from the finish was proof that Doohan 
was still hard at it and knew the victory 
would not come easily. 

"It was a close race," Doohan said. 
" Alex (Criville) was pushing really 
hard. I thought Alex, with his injury, 
would drop off toward the end. But he 
toughed it out and he was there at the 
end. Carlos (Checa) was riding really 
strong and making a move whenever he 
could. He was losing a lot of time com- 
ing onto the straight and I was getting 
past him quite easy getting down the 
front chute." 

By winning the 46th 500cc GP of his 
career, Doohan took outright ownership 
of the single-season win record that he 
shared until this weekend with 15-time 
World Champion Giacomo Agostini. 

It was a record that had stood for 25 
years, with Agostini setting the mark in 
1972. 

“I decided before the start of the race 
to race with the others, not to try to fol- 
low on," said Checa, who survived a 
horrific practice crash. “In the last races,

I made some mistakes and I didn't want 
to make some mistakes here." 

Third went to Criville, his left hand 
not quite 100 percent, but good enough 
to get on the box for his home Grand 
Prix. He was 1.3 seconds behind Checa. 

"I'm so happy to be on the podium," 
Criville said. "My aim was to try to be 
on the podium. Two months ago, I 
didn't know about my future. Now I 
know it. My hand is getting better. It 
was very hard. In the beginning it was 
good, but in the end I couldn't press the 
clutch and I lost a lot of time." 

Then came the first Yamaha, in the 
hands of Red Bull Yamaha WCM's Luca 
Cadalora. The Italian veteran always 
lurked toward the tail end of the lead 
pack, but was never able to break into a 
podium position due to what he 
thought was a lack of acceleration, even 
though he was using new cylinders and 
electrics. 

He was, however, able to dispatch 
Rheos Elf F.C.C. Technical Sports' 
Nobuatsu Aoki, who ran in second 
early, then third and fourth for much of 
the race. Cadalora passed him with 
seven laps to go when Aoki's soft rear 
tire let him down. 

Repsol Honda's Tadayuki Okada 
was next, the Japanese rider's first race 
with the non-"Big Bang" engine similar 
to Doohan’s. It wasn't a successful out- 
ing and he said he'd be back on the 
more familiar engine for the next race. 
A pronounced lack of rear-tire grip 
meant that it took all he had to just beat 
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his V-twin-mounted teammate Takuma 
Aoki. 

Equaling his best result of the season, 
Marlboro Team Roberts' Kenny Roberts' 
Jr. finished eighth on a machine consid- 
erably altered to suit his tail-sliding 
style. 

“I had a lot of fun today," Roberts Jr. 
said. "My team did a great job during 
the tests, so I can start squaring off the 
turns the way I like. We still need more 
time with this chassis setup, though. 
We're definitely headed in the right 
direction, but we need a few more races 
to get it really right." 

Then came the Elf of Juan Borja, less 
than half a second back and about four 
in front of the newly enlarged Aprilia V- 
twin of Doriano Romboni, the Italian 
suffering flu-like symptoms. 

Then came the disappointed. Marl- 
boro Team Rainey's Norifumi Abe was 
12th, behind the private Honda V-twin 
of Regis Laconi. Red Bull Yamaha 
WCM's Kirk McCarthy was 13th, just in 
front of another private Honda V-twin, 
this one ridden by Jurgen van der Goor- 
bergh. MoviStar Honda Pons' Alberto 
Puig was 45th, the last points-paying 
position, with the Spaniard finishing 
just in front of the Elf of Jurgen Fuchs. 
Then came Lucky Strike Suzuki's Daryl 
Beattie in 17th - his worst finish ever. 

Marlboro Team Roberts' Jean-Michel 
Bayle was a non-finisher, his bike slow- 
ing gradually with the Frenchman sus- 
pecting crank problems. And Yamaha 
Team Rainey's Sete Gibernau didn't fin- 



























ish either, with the Spaniard getting 
punted out into the gravel in the first 
corner. 

In winning, Doohan nearly doubled 
his championship lead over Nobuatsu 
Aoki. With two rounds to go, he leads 
Aoki 320-166. Okada is third with 159 
and Criville takes over fourth with 131. 

Marlboro Honda's Ralf Waldmann 
made a heroic comeback after running 
off the track early in the 250cc Grand 
Prix. The German took not only the win 
but also the lead in the World Champi- 
onship. . 

Starting from the pole position, the 
veteran had the race under control on 
the fourth lap when he missed his brake 
marker and ran off into the gravel. Re- 
joining the race in eighth, he was several 
seconds behind the lead pack when he 
began gnawing his way back two posi- 
tions at a time. 

Sixth on the sixth lap, then fourth on 


the 11th, and up to second the next lap, 
he hounded leader Max Biaggi, who 
took over the top spot on the 12th of 23 
laps, right up to the final lap. Wald- 
mann got back into the lead by using the 
draft at the end of the long front 
straight. Biaggi wasn't ready to concede 
and made a run a few turns later, but hit 
a false neutral between first and second. 
That cost him the draft, the win, and a 
place in the championship. 

“I had a big slide behind Max, and 
Max want that I pass him," Waldmann 
said. "But I won't do this favor. I go 
behind him and then in the last lap I can 
pass him out of the slipstream, but then 
he go again in front of me and I go again 
in front of him and then I drive, only I 
have a better line. So he has no chance to 
pass me and it was, for me, maybe my 
best race." 

"Basically I was fighting for winning 
but in one curve, when I change from 
first gear to second, I get a neutral and I 
lost the chance to win," Biaggi said after 
finishing .550 of a second behind. If 
there was any consolation, it was that a 
third Honda - that of Benetton Honda's 
Tohru Ukawa - was able to sneak by the 
struggling Tetsuya Harada and his 
Aprilia with two laps to go and take 
third, stealing valuable championship 
points. 

"It was an exceptionally bad day for 
me because I also had tire problems and 
lost the lead in the championship," 
Harada said. 

With two races to go, Waldmann 











leads the charts with 214 points - three 
more than Harada and nine more than 
Biaggi. 

After making an early break, Team 
UGT 3000's Kazuto Sakata ran into 
engine problems, which allowed new 
World Champion Valentino Rossi of the 
Nastro Azzurro Aprilia team to run him 
down and win his 10th 125cc race of the 
year. 

The margin of victory, after the 22- 
lap, 64.62-mile race, was 6.002 seconds, 
with most of that gained in the final two 
laps, as the engine problem on Sakata's 
Aprilia proved nearly terminal. 

The problem began after five laps, 
with Sakata saying that his engine lost 
about 1000 rpm. His lead at that point 
was 4.5 seconds, and from then on it 
began to dwindle. Rossi kept hammer- 
ing away, and on the 17th lap took the 
lead. Quickly, he pulled out a one-sec- 
ond gap, then kept adding to it. 

Sakata's second was secure with the 
pack behind him not able to make a run 
at the leaders, though he felt lucky to 
have finished. 

The pursuers were a large group, 
ending up as five at the end, with those 
left swapping spots in a furious rush to 
the line. Team Pileri Honda's Nobby 
Ueda pulled out a second and a half to 
take third, the final podium spot. Fourth 
through seventh were covered by .169 of 
a second, with Matteoni Racing's Mirko 
Giansanti (Hon), Team UGT 300's 
Tomomi Manako, Spidi Honda LCR's 
Lucio Cecchinello (Hon), and Team Axo 
Inoxmacel's Roberto Locatelli streaking 
across in that order. 

Rossi had clinched the championship 
in the previous round, but this win 
boosted his lead. With two rounds 
remaining in the season, Rossi has 286 
points, Ueda 200, and Manako 163. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


The 250cc race began under cloudy 
skies with Chesterfield Elf Tech 3's 
Olivier Jacque getting the jump with a 
swarm behind waiting to pounce - 
which they began to do on the second 
lap. 

Waldmann took the lead for the first 
time, showing his pole position wasn't a 
fluke, as Jacque quickly realized that 
he'd chosen too soft a front tire. - 

Ending the third lap, Waldmann had 
better than a second in hand - a consid- 
erable margin given the competition, 
with Biaggi second in front of Ukawa, 
Harada, and the fading Jacque. 

"Then I make a big mistake," Wald- 
mann explained. “I brake too late, I miss 
my point, and I go straight in the gravel 
pit. I was in eighth. I was I think six or 
seven seconds behind the group and I 
must push very hard and I go out with 
the soft tire. Then I damaged my tires 
when I must go faster." 

With Waldmann temporarily out of 
the picture, Harada took the lead, jump- 
ing up from fourth to first and passing 
Biaggi along the way. Ukawa hung in 
third, with Jacque and Loris Capirossi 
disputing fifth. 

The lead went to Biaggi on the ninth 
lap, Harada had it for two more, then 
Biaggi again until very near the end. By 
this time Waldmann had caught back 
up and was fourth. 

The pack numbered six, and there 
was about six-tenths covering them for 
most of the middle part of the race, when 
the racing was stunning. Gradually, the 
tail-enders dropped back - first Capirossi, 
then Jacque, whose fall was more precip- 
itous and landed him in sixth. 

"The overall setup was pretty bad, so 
the bike was moving around a lot - and 
then the front tire started sliding," the

Frenchman said. "I didn't have much 
front-end grip from the fifth lap. After 
that it was a simple case of trying to 
score points." 

Capirossi was next to fall back, leav- 
ing it to the top four to decide the win. 
Waldmann moved in front going into 
turn one on the 13th lap, with Biaggi 
taking it back in La Caixa, the left mov- 
ing into the stadium. Waldmann sat for 
the next several laps only to come under 
fire from Harada, now a steady third in 
front of Ukawa. 

The Japanese rider briefly fronted 
Waldmann on the 19th lap before the 
German took it back. But by now Biaggi 
was beginning to look invincible as he 
was about seven-tenths in front of 
Waldmann. Harada, meanwhile, had 
dropped to third, more than a second 
behind with three laps to go, with little 
hope of making it up. 

"It always seems to be the same 
problem," Harada said. "When I open 
the throttle the rear starts to slide, I 
don't have enough traction, and it runs 
wide on the corners. On some tracks I 
can control it, but it was not possible to 
do so here." 

Waldmann made his attack on the 
final lap. He'd narrowed the gap to .377 
of a second beginning the lap and took 
the inside line into one after using the 
draft. Biaggi used the Repsol right-han- 
der to take the lead back, with Wald- 
mann ahead in the next corner. Not long 
after that, Biaggi missed a shift, losing 


touch with Waldmann and any chance 
of a win. 

“At this moment I was very strong 
for braking, I think," Biaggi said. "I was 
confident. “But it was a mistake, or I 
tried to push, but the gear doesn't go in 
so I lost maybe 50 meters, 40 meters." 
And that was that. . 

"It makes me very happy that I'm 
leading the champiorship,” Waldmann 
said. "I'm very, very happy for my 
team.” Then, to Biaggı he said, "You are 
three times World Champion - it doesn’t 
matter the fourth time. Give me one 
World Championship.” 

Ukawa was a narrow third after a 
harrowing final lap. 

“On the last lap, Harada passed me 
on the straight because he has a really 
powerful engine,” Ukawa said. “Then I

passed him in the hairpin, and when we 
crossed the line I did not know if I was 
third or fourth because it was so close.” 
The difference was .020 of a second. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


The day started cooler than it had all 
weekend and that would cause some 
problems in the end. Most everyone 
went with soft-compound tires, abusing 
them past their limit and dropping more 
than a few riders down the results page. 

“The conditions from yesterday were 
a lot different,” Doohan later noted. 
“The track temperature was a lot cooler. 
But I opted to go with the same tire as 
what we were running on yesterday. 
We didn’t really have the same grip in 
the rear as what we had and a fair bit of 
chatter.” 





Doohan tops Fast 
Freddie 


reddie Spencer’s 1985 run of nine consecutive 500cc pole posi- 
tions stood until today, when Repsol Honda's Mick Doohan set 
his lOth-fastest qualifying time to gain the number-one starting 
spot for the Marlboro Catalunyan Grand Prix. He not only lowered his 
own qualifying mark by about two-tenths of a second, but he did 
enough laps at speed to know that he could finally win a GP on a track 
where he's never won before - though the closeness of the field (the top 


two rows on the same second) meant he might have his hands full. 
“I think we've had the best preparation as far as prepractice and 


qualifying has gone - better so than we have in past years," Doohan 
said after his lap of 1:45.990/99.768 mph around the 2.94-mile Circuito 


de Montmelo. “In the past, the Yamahas have either won or (Carlos) - 


Checa (the Team MoviStar Honda Pons rider who won in 1996). It 
would be good to win here. I would like to put a Grand Prix win here 
under my belt. Saying that, I'm not going to go all out at all costs to 
win. We'll just get out there and do the best we can tomorrow and try 
to come up with a win. | 


"The design of the race track, with so many constant radius turns - 
it's a one-line race track, so that's why the times are very close here. I 


think, again, even though it's a long track and it has a long straight, I 


think that's why the 250s are so close here, because with the 500 you 


can't open the gas on the side of the tire. And with the 250s you can get 
on it. You've got such long turns, yet you've only got one line and if 
you try to vary the line you just lose time, so I think doing a lot of laps 
here, understanding how the machine's working, is the major ingredi- 
ent.

after improving his time from the previous day by more than two sec- 
onds. :

Nobuatsu Aoki got the holeshot, 
Okada was away second, and then 
came Checa, Cadalora, Doohan and 
Abe. 

Some semblance of order began to 


assert itself on the second lap with a _ 


lead pack of six breaking away. Okada 
now led ahead of Criville, Aoki and 
Doohan. 

Showing his recovery from hand 
injuries was genuine, Criville took the 
lead for the first time on the fourth lap, 
holding it as Doohan slotted into sec- 
ond. On the seventh lap, Doohan took 
over at the front. 

But Criville fought back and held the 
lead right up until the 11th lap, when 
Doohan came by again, as did Checa. 
Aoki was fourth, Cadalora fifth, and 
Takuma Aoki sixth in front of Okada, 
his race now run. 

"The problem we had today was a 
lack of grip," Okada said. “In fact, all 
during the weekend it has been the 
same situation. We tried different sus- 
pension - in fact, everything we could 
think of during the three days - but 
without success." 

Okada settled in to a fight with Taku- 
ma Aoki in which he would ultimately 
prevail. 

Out front, Checa was attacking 
Doohan and took the top spot on the 
15th lap, using the long front straight 
and the draft to push Doohan back. It 
lasted another lap; then Doohan did the 
same; noticing that Checa's drive on to 


the front straight wasn't as strong as his 
own. 

At this point there were still five rid- 
ers nearly nose to tail, with Doohan now 
in front of Checa, Criville, Cadalora and 
Aoki. It would only be a few more laps 
before Aoki realized he wouldn't be a 
contender. 

"The temperature was much cooler 
than during practice and we decided to 
fit a softer rear tire," he said. "I wasn't 
able to accelerate hard out of the cor- 
ners." 

The top two then started to pull 
away from Criville and Cadalora, who 
were having their own battle. Cadalora 
could never get in front of the Spaniard, 
but he had fun trying. 

"Criville and I went around half the 
track on the last lap both sideways with 
smoke coming from the rear tire," 
Cadalora said. “That was the most satis- 
fying race of the season for me, as we 
were so close to the front. We were truly 
competitive today, but unfortunately we 
just lacked that bit of extra acceleration 
which would have meant I could have 
got past and onto the podium." 

Then it was down to the leaders - 
Checa in front on laps 21 and 22, 
Doohan getting by, again on the front 
straight, on 23. 

The next lap was Doohan’s fastest - 
new lap record of 1:46.861 - but it might 
have been faster had he not made a 
small mistake. 

"On the one before the last lap, I 


thought my chance of victory might 
have gone when my foot slipped off the 
footrest, but Checa did not come by and 
I put my head down again and carried 
on pushing," Doohan said. 

Even then, Checa was close and 
Doohan needed a nearly similar effort 
on the final lap to ensure his record 12th 
victory. 

“I knew that he was right on my back 
wheel. I had to be quite aggressive get- 
ting into that corner," Doohan said, 
describing a wonderfully controlled 
slide a few turns from the end. "He 
might be able to run up the inside if he 
had a better drive than me. I was just 
making sure that I got in there. I didn't 
have a lot of grip in there but I just tried 
to keep getting in there as quick as I 
could." 

“I tried to pass Doohan and go at the 
end of the race, but I couldn't," Checa 
said. "I tried for the race to pass him, 
but I couldn't because Doohan is too 
hard. Here there was much pressure for 
the last races at home. I had some diffi- 
culties in the last two turns before the 
finish and could not enter them as fast 
as I did on other occasions, so the speed 
on a straight line disadvantage me and 
that's why I was overtaken on that part 
of the circuit. Of course, I wanted to 
win the Catalunya Grand Prix and I did 
try to win. But this second position is 
like a victory, especially taking into 
account the fall during qualifying prac- 
tice." CN

It appears that World Champion Michael Doohan has very 
few options but to stay with the Repsol Honda squad after the 
offer by Wayne Rainey was withdrawn. “It all started in Japan 
(the second race of the ѕеаѕоп)," Rainey said. "Mick came to 


me and said, ‘| want to ride for you next year. Honda thinks l'm 
bad for the sport, winning every race.'" Rainey said he then 


approached Yamaha who said that Doohan: was a Honda rider 


and, therefore, untouchable. "We spoke all year and Yamaha 


wasn't interested." That changed at the Brazilian Grand Prix in - 
Rio de Janeiro in early August. Rainey then told Doohan that 


he'd made progress with Yamaha and asked the Australian what 
it would take to sign him when they spoke at the British GP a few 
weeks later. “1 wrote down the number and Yamaha decided to 
meet his demands." Rainey said. He then told Doohan Yamaha 
was interested and the Australian asked for a month to make his 
decision - until about the time of this weekend's Catalunyan GP - 


so that he could talk to Honda. "| don't have a month," Rainey 


told him. After Rio, Doohan went to Japan to talk with Honda. 
When he returned, he told Rainey that he wasn't happy with 
Honda's offer. He said that he needed until the Czech GP at 
Brno, which Rainey didn't attend, to make up his. mind.

500 V-twins, though they ‘may only field three, depending on the 
rider demands. Australian 125cc campaigner Garry McCoy has 
been offered a slot - one way to preserve the Australian link. 
McCoy said he has offers in all three classes; but would like to 
move to the 500s. Daryl Beattie's name has also been men- 
tioned, though his performances have become increasingly lack- 
luster and he will almost certainly not be back with Suzuki next 
year. Hé was to have met. with Suzüki racing boss Mitsuo Ito 
after the Catalunyan Grand Prix; but skipped the meeting, 
according to Suzuki personnel. Earlier this season, Beattie said 
that he was interested in going to World Superbikes, but has 
since changed his position and wants to stay in the 500cc class. 


Who will replace Beattie on next year's three-rider Suzuki team 
has yet to be determined. Nobuatsu Aoki, the Rheos Elf 
F.C.C. Technical Sports rider. who's currently. second in the 
500cc World Championship, has reportedly signed a three-year 
deal. Aoki was also courted by the Red Bull Yamaha WCM team, 
along with Jean-Michel Bayle, the former supercross champ who 
many thought was headed for Suzuki before going to Team 
Rainey Yamaha.

"legal advice has been sought by the family considering that 
Lucky Strike Suzuki Team are not forthcoming in releasing details 
for the test and the official results. The validity of the test will 
also be questioned." Team Lucky Strike Suzuki officials disputed 
the notion that "each result has come back clear." Accordirig to 
team members, Gobert had run into testing problems earlier in 
the season. At the Italian Grand Prix in Mugello, Gobert was test- 
ed by the FIM and the "A" specimen came up positive for 
cannabis, according to a team member with. knowledge of. the 
testing program. The "B" specimen, taken at the same time as a 
backup, was analyzed and the test was “inconclusive,” according 
to the team member. Gobert, who was tested in Brazil, was told 
in Brazil that he would be tested again in Britain, was told about 
the results and was warned of more dire consequences in the 
future, team members said. Gobert was tested again by the FIM 
following the Czech GP. The results of that test have not been 
released, but an FIM spokesman said that he could be suspend- 
ed for up to two years if those test results prove positive for the 
presence of banned substances. There was no official confirma- 
tion of which. banned substance he tested positive for; though 
the official press release speculated that the banned substance 
was cannabis, a.k.à. marijuana, and Gobert confirmed it with his 
statement, no. team official would corroborate it.

SHAKOPEE, MN, SEPT. 13 
he Excelsior-Henderson Min- 
nesota Mile proved to hold many 
challenges for the AMA Grand 
National Championship stars, 
not the least of which came from a 
pesky light fog that kept coming up on 
the beautiful Canterbury Downs mile 
oval. 

It became apparent during practice 
that the sandy track surface, so good for 
the thoroughbred horses that normally 
run there, would not be so kind to their 
two-wheeled counterparts. This forced 
the AMA to alter its normal program, 
eliminating the qualifying heats and 
shortening all of the races, including the 
Grand National from 25 laps to just 15. 

The deep cushion had many talking 
of dark-horse winners; cushion-track 
experts Geo Roeder II, Steve Beattie, 
Kevin Atherton, Dan Butler and Joe 
Kopp topped the short list. 

But seven-time and defending cham- 
pion Scott Parker put on another semi- 
nar and showed them all why he has 
more GNC wins than anyone. The 
Harley-Davidson/Fick Excavating- 
backed Parker took the win and, in 
doing so, accomplished one of his goals. 
His career Grand National win total 
now stands at double that of the man in 
second place on the win list, Jay Spring- 
steen. The Dave Durelle/Subway Sand- 
wiches-promoted event provided Parker 
with his 82nd Grand National win. 

True to his plan, Parker led the 
Grand National final all the way. 

"I got a good holeshot," Parker said. 
"That was my big thing. I had to have a 
good start and get away from those 
guys. I could run my race then. I knew 
with it being a little bit foggy that the 
dirt would just stick to your shield, and 
it wouldn't take much time and your 
shield would be all balled up. 1 just con- 
centrated on getting the holeshot; once I 
hammered that, I pushed it hard until 
about halfway. Then I looked back and 
saw that I had a little room, so I could 
run my race and not do anything stu- 

id." 
i Corbin Racing/R&R Racing's Rich 
King put in a great ride for second. 

“I had to start on the second row 
after we struggled in the heat," said the 
Iowan, but King moved up rapidly, tak- 
ing second for good on lap three. 

"By the time I got into second place, 
Parker had a good lead," King said. "I 
thought we came up and (I) was reeling 
him in, but he was looking back, so I 
think he was just playing it smart. 
About the last three or four laps, I 
thought it was a good idea for me to do 
the same thing. The track was really 
starting to break up and get rough 
toward the end." 

USC Racing/Z Galleries-sponsored 
Ricky Graham continued to run at the 
top of the field, notching another third- 
place finish. 

“I missed a shift off the line; it 
wouldn't go into second gear," Graham 
said. "The second row passed me, and 
because of that I couldn't run the lines I 
wanted to run. I rode a totally different 
line than what I had used all night. I had 
to go low just to stay out of the spray. 
Actually, the track was really good, 
even down low. I thought it was going 
to be terrible. It wasn't bad, though; I 
just missed a gear off the line." 

Benson Ford Jr./Total Control Rac- 
ing's Kevin Atherton faced an uphill 
battle all night after blowing up his 
number-one bike in his heat. 

“It’s one of those race tracks where 














you've got to be on the front row and 
get a good start," Atherton said. "We 
got a good start, went around a lot of 
guys, then we got sprayed down pretty 
bad, and I ripped off all my tear-offs on 
the first lap. It's a desperation deal - you 
can only wipe so many times and it's 
lights out, the fence is coming up and 
you've got to grab them (tear-offs). We 
had to work hard to get up to where we 
were. I know my team and my motorcy- 
cle deserve better than fourth. Every- 
thing was really working on the race 
track; it's just one of those deals." 

After running well early in the race, 
Atherton's teammate and Parker's main 
challenger in the points race, Will Davis, 
slipped to a disappointing eighth-place 
finish. 

“I couldn't see at all - that's not an 
excuse," a disappointed Davis said. "But 
when I can't see, I just can't ride - I slow 
down. The first five laps I could see, and 
I worked my way up to where I was bat- 
ding with Rich for second. I got sprayed 
down, hit a couple of holes, and it just 
went backwards from there. I got 
sprayed again, and at the halfway mark 
I was in about fourth, and it was lights 
out. The fog started coming in, and 
more power to those guys, they're better 
than I am in that stuff. That's all there is 
to it. I cannot ride in it. I never have, and 
I don't want to. If I can't see where I'm 
going, I'm not interested. I take my hat 
off to those guys - they can ride it." 

The fifth-placed rider, Harley-David- 
son of Sacramento's Joe Kopp, is known 
as a rough-track rider, and he got off to 
a quick start. 

"We got a real good start, but I just 
had more problems seeing than any- 
thing," the 1997 Peoria TT winner said. 
"| really thought I could hold third, but 
I had a hard time seeing. I don't know if 
it was on the inside or outside of the 
shield, but it was fogging over. It would 
come and go. I really didn't have a prob- 
lem with dirt, but the moisture that was 
coming up made it tough. I like rough 
tracks, but that's pushing it." 

Crowd favorite and three-time Grand 
National Champion Jay Springsteen had 
little trouble with the oval and was look- 
ing for more laps after moving up to 
sixth place on his Bartels' Harley-David- 
son-backed Harley. 

"Everything worked great all day 
long," Springer said. "I wish the race 
would have been 25. I mean, after the 15 
I wasn't even tired, I was still charging. 
Early in the race, it was hard to see 
where you were going, and I tried to 
save my rip-offs as long as I could. 1 
started using them, and I could see 
where the holes were. I started going 
around them and was going faster and 
faster as the race went on." 

Coziahr Harley-Davidson's Paul 
Morgan III had his best mile finish ever 
with a seventh, and it was also his best 
finish of 1997, as the former Rookie of 


the Year continued to put together a 


solid year. 

"That's our best so far," Morgan said. 
"When I was on my own I could see all 
right, but the first five or six laps was a 
pain. You couldn't see anything. It all 
turned out the way we wanted it to. 
We're moving up in the points; now we 
have to go forward in the races." 

Another rider having his best race of 
the year was S&B Racing/Suburban 


Motors' Bret Beyer, who finished eighth. 


"Two times in the first two laps I had 
to chop the throttle off in the middle of 
the corner, pull a tear-off and take off 
again," Beyer said. "Two laps the fog 
would be there, then two laps it would 
be gone. That made it interesting." 

Rounding out the top 10 was 1-800-

Not happy with his 
10th, Hacker still felt that was the best 
he had tonight. "It was all right, but I 
didn't want to push it and do something 
dumb,” Hacker said. "I didn't feel com- 
fortable." 


HEATS 


With the scratch qualifying heats 
eliminated from the program, the regu- 
lar heats were seeded through the cur- 
rent point standings and the riders' 
draw at tech. 

Kopp, Morgan and Parker hit turn 
one together in the first one, with Parker 
rocketing into the lead at the end of the 
first lap. Kopp settled into a solid sec- 
ond as Morgan came under fire from 
F&S Harley-Davidson's Steve More- 
head. 

The veteran Morehead was able to 
take over third, but was under constant 
pressure from Morgan and another 
young charger, Johnny Murphree. Both 
Morgan and Murphree were headed to 
the semis. 

The second heat saw Dan Stanley 
jump out to a big lead, only to have his 
Gardner Racing/Walters Brother's 
Harley-Davidson tie up on lap four, 
allowing Davis and Springsteen to 
sweep by on each side entering turn 
one. 

Springsteen and Davis continued

their battle to the end, with Davis com- 
ing away with the win. Third went to 
Deeley Harley-Davidson of Canada's 
Steve Beattie, who got around Nebras- 
ka's Dale Jenneman on the last lap, 
sending him to the semis. Stanley's 
Gardner Racing teammate Dan Butler 
broke a chain on the last lap and would 
also have to ride one more time to get 
into the Grand National. 

Atherton took immediate control of 
the third heat, only to blow his engine 
spectacularly entering turn one at the 
end of the first lap. 

“It’s got a hole in the crank case - a 
rod broke," Atherton said. "That's the 
bike I broke at Springfield. Everything 
was brand-new. It was a default in the 
rod. It was running good. I wanted to 
turn some good laps and get fast heat. I 
wanted to put some pressure on Scott 
Parker." | 

Graham then took over, moved to the 
high line by the hay bales and ran away 
with the win. Hacker and Beyer cruised 
home in second and third. Paul Lynch 
got by Brett Landes and rode alone in 
fourth. . 

Chance Darling and King led the last 
heat into turn one, only to have Mike & 
Eddie Adkins Racing's Roeder blast by 
and pull out to a good lead. King pulled 
into second as Darling settled into a bat- 
tle with Davey Camlin over third. The 1- 
800-FASTHOG/Moroney’s Harley- 
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Davidson-backed Camlin quickly dis- 
posed of Darling and King. Camlin then 
set off after the disappearing Roeder. 

King slipped back, to be challenged 
by Darling, Bryan Bigelow and Kevin 
Varnes. King was able to separate him- 
self once again and mount a short chal- 
lenge to Camlin's second-place position. 
On the last two laps, Camlin pulled 
away and caught Roeder. Camlin made 
a last-lap, last-turn pass to win the heat.

Morgan wasted no time taking con- 
trol of the first semi, with Darling and 
Landes dueling over the last transfer. 
As Morgan ran away, Darling and Lan- 
des were joined by Dan Butler, who had 
come from row two. Butler went high 
on the last lap and blasted into second 
and a seat in the Grand National. 

USC Racing/Lancaster Harley- 
Davidson's Kevin Varnes held off a 
midrace challenge from Paul Lynch to 
take semi two. Lonny Kopp and Lonnie 
Pauley were left out as they finished 
third and fourth. 

Kevin Atherton left no doubt as to 
who had the power in the last semi. 
Atherton came from row two to lead the 
third semi down the back straight on the 
first lap. J.R. Schnabel, Jenneman, 
Bigelow and Kenny Coolbeth were all 
battling over second. Jenneman moved 
up to second and looked to have the last 
transfer locked up. Then disaster struck 
Jenneman as he fell in turn three in the 
most vicious get-off of the night. The 
red flag was out at the halfway point. 
Jenneman retired to the pits with very 
sore ankles and feet. 

Atherton picked up where he left off

Further back there came another 
tight battle. John Parker Racing's J.R.

Hart Racing /Dale's Bret Beyer and Bar- 
tels’ Johnny Murphree were all fighting 
over fourth. Eventually, Schnabel and 
Russell split away and, after swapping 
positions many times, Schnabel slid into 
fourth. 

Paul Bergstrom worked his way up 
into the mix on his Dudley Perkins- 
backed Sportster and came away with 
sixth. Victor McAnally was also able to 
drop Beyer and Murphree back a spot. 
Billy Martin rounded out the top 10 on 
his Skip Fordyce mount. 


GRAND NATIONAL 


Obviously the race to turn one was 
going to be important, as visibility was a 
major concern. After a couple of 
warmup laps, the fog dissipated some- 
what, and the 18-rider, 15-lap Grand 
National was under way. 

Kopp led the pack into turn one 
down low, but Parker was right there on 
a higher line and took command down 
the back straight. 

Having accomplished his first goal of 
putting some space between himself 
and the rest of the field, Parker settled 
into a rhythm - albeit a very fast one. 

“1 found some really good lines the 
first few laps and stayed with them the 
whole time," Parker said. "A couple of 
times I got in a little hot, and it pulled 
me up into the deep stuff. I just dropped 
it back down around the bottom and 
made it work." 

King had made a very good start off 
row two and moved from fourth to sec- 
ond by the third lap, dropping Kopp to 
third. King took off after Parker, but to 
no avail. 

"| was trying to run on the edge of 
the cushion all the time and stay out of 
the holes," said King, who appears to be 
on his way to earning back his "Mr. 
Consistency" moniker. "I had some real- 
ly good lines as far as missing the holes, 
but then turn three broke up, and that 
was where I was making up a lot of time 


on Scotty. When that broke up, I was in 


trouble then; at least I wasn't making up 
any time." 

Kopp was then passed by Davis, who 
closed rapidly on King. Davis' charge 
was cut short on lap six as Kopp, Gra- 
ham and Beattie all blasted by in a 
group. Kopp held on to third for three 
laps this time, until Graham unseated 
him. Graham then pulled clear and went 
after the only other Honda in the field - 
King's. 

"Even though I wasn't riding the line 
I invented, it felt like I was making 
time," Graham said. "That yellow 
Corbin bike was getting bigger. That 
high line was where I was going to go, 
but it takes longer to get there, and I 
thought maybe it was getting rough up 
there. So I stayed down low. I went 
through the pack down there." 

Graham's Honda, however, was 
barely up to the 15-lap challenge. 

"On the last lap, coming off turn 
four, the bike started to seize," Graham 
said. "It was just bogging down; then, 
after the start/finish line, it locked up. 
Good thing they shortened the race." 

Atherton was the next rider to set 


Kopp back, moving by on lap 12. All the : 
. while Parker was holding a solid lead. 


"I could see I had a little time on 
them; I could be a little slower, and they 
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would have to cut some real good laps 
to reel me in," Parker said. “Once I saw 
the halfway flags, I just told myself to be 
mellow and not do anything stupid. 1 
just kept an eye on Rich and held my 
line." 

Springsteen progressed forward the 
whole race, moving from 12th on lap 
one to his eventual sixth-place finish. 

Butler came from the third row to 
capture 11th. 

"It went pretty well from the back 
row, I figure," Butler said. “After five 
laps or so, I could finally see. We'started 
putting it together and coming up 
through the pack. I kind of wish they 
hadn't cut it short. Fifteen laps - we did 
the best we could. We made the main 
and got points.:That's what counts. 


Starting on the third row really hurts. - 


Usually on a mile it doesn't matter that 
much. Here the draft didn't really work 
that strong - basically no draft, and as 
rough as it was, l'm happy with 11th." 

Paul Lynch rode his Lynch Trans- 
portation/Ridge Sheet Metal Harley 
home in 12th. 

"We got off to a slow start tonight," 
Lynch said. “Our mechanic didn't come, 
and it took us a while to figure things 
out. We got into the main out of the 
semi, but once the National started, we 
moved up. Twelfth is not such a bad 
night, all in all. I knew how many tear- 
offs I could use a lap, and I just kind of 
wiped and saved them. I pulled my last 
one off on the last lap, so I had it figured 
pretty good. I didn't have any trouble at 
all seeing, and I was running in a group, 
so I don't think it was that bad out 
there." 

After charging to a semi win, Kevin 
Varnes rode to a 13th-place finish and 
had to pass two riders on the last lap to 
garner that. 

“I flipped my shield up probably 10 
times," Varnes said. "I had a pretty 
good start from the inside, but I don't 
know what happened that first lap. A 
bunch of guys just scattered and started 
heading for the inside rail. I don't know 
if they couldn't see or if it looked like 
someone was going to fall. I just backed 
off. I know Butler was sideways down 
the back straight. I didn't feel comfort- 
able and didn't want to do anything stu- 
pid. That last lap, Camlin came drop- 
ping back along with Morehead, and we 
were kind of running together. I passed 
Camlin going into three and Morehead 
coming off four. I couldn't really see, so 
I just gassed it." 

Morehead's race was doomed from 
the first lap, when he averted a major 
problem after being hit going down the 
back straight. 

"I pretty much just rode around," 


Morehead said. "The lights went out the 
first lap, and everybody strung out. 
Going down the back straight the first 
lap, I couldn't see, so I was trying to get 
out of the way. When I pulled over, Gra- 
ham slammed me from behind - he 
couldn't believe he hit someone so hard 
on the straightaway. The spray was so 
bad right off the start that you had to 
hold back. Once everybody strung out, 
you couldn't do anything. It was just a 
matter of riding around, taking our

13th, or whatever, and heading to Cali- 
fornia." 

Graham's version of the incident was 
much the same.

и uzuki's inability to turn its new 

| GSXR750 into a regular top-10 
| points scorer at World Superbike 
level, let alone even an occasional 
race winner, is one of the great myster- 
ies of modern-day four-stroke motorcy- 
cle racing. 

Here's a motorcycle that from its 
very debut was so evidently born to run 
- and win. In designing this bike, Suzu- 
ki's engineers obviously started with a 
clean sheet of paper, with the objective 
of making a racer with lights that would 
dominate its class both in the showroom 
and on the track. The result - bristling 
with technical innovation in the motor 
and adopting the same chassis geometry 
and overall design parameters as Kevin 
Schwantz's world-title-winning RGV500 
GP racer - has sold very well around the 
world and dominated 750cc Supersport 
racing for the past two seasons, thanks 
to its combat-ready package of light 
weight, a powerful, high-revving 
engine, and race-quality handling, all 
delivered at a competitive price. 

But, while commercial success was 
always a key priority, Suzuki manage- 
ment was surely counting on the new 
GSXR to also deliver the kind of results 
at the superbike level that the company 
hasn't enjoyed in a decade or more - the 
kind of results that deliver corporate 
prestige and sell even more motorcycles. 
And, frankly, it hasn't happened - not at 
the National level in major markets like 
Germany or the United States, and espe- 
cially not in World Superbike, where the 
Harris-run works team has so evidently 
struggled to make a bike that is one of 
the Superbike speed kings in a straight

line handle well enough to put its 
undoubted power to the road. 

Sure, there have been moments of 
promise: Scott Russell's near victory in 
the new Suzuki's debut race at Daytona 
last year; John Reynolds' fifth place at 
Monza in mid-'96; James Whitham's 
pair of third-place finishes at Hocken- 
heim and Monza this season; and occa- 
sional good results in the AMA Super- 
bike and German Pro Superbike series. 

But, basically, it's taking far longer 
than anyone expected - and especially 
Suzuki, I’m sure - to turn a bike that on 
paper has all the makings of a consistent 
race-winner at the highest level into just 
that. 

There is one country where this is an 
exception: Australia. In what is surely 
one of the three most hotly contested 
national superbike series anywhere in 
the world - fought out by importer 
teams from Ducati and three of the four 
Japanese manufacturers with machinery 
that is at most one level of specification 
down from World Superbike (and 
which has produced Troy Corser, 
Anthony Gobert and Kirk McCarthy as 
champions in successive seasons) - 
Suzuki won its first Aussie superbike 
title in nine years, straight out of the box 
last season with the new GSXR750. This 
title came thanks to former 500cc GP 























rider Peter Goddard, who put together 
the Ansett Air Freight-sponsored team, 
then rode the bike himself to a convinc- 
ing title victory. This year, Goddard has 
reverted to a purely managerial role 
with the team while he contested the 
World Endurance title (and won) with 
the French Suzuki team. But his protégé, 
Troy Bayliss, has picked up where the 
boss left off, dominating the '97 Aus- 
tralian Superbike series to date with a 
series of decisive race wins. Perhaps 
more to the point, Bayliss also proved 
that Goddard and the Ansett Suzuki 
team's race engineer, Phil Tainton, have 
jointly developed their GSXR750 into a 
world-class superbike with his pair of 
fifth-place finishes in the opening round 
of the World Superbike Championship 
at Phillip Island in March, in very con- 
trasting conditions. 

In the first race, run in the wet, Troy 
Mark Two dropped the bike on the slip- 
pery surface, remounted and still fin- 
ished just two slots off the podium. The 
second race on the fast, bumpy circuit 
was dry, and Bayliss hitched a ride on 
the high-speed freight train of top con- 
tenders and repeated his fifth-place fin- 
ish - beating Scott Russell and John 
Kocinski, among others. More to the 
point, he was embarassingly far ahead 
of the 13th place of Whitham's works 
Suzuki. 

Okay, home-track advantage might 
have played some part - but still, the 
Harris-run team didn't exactly get its 
own back at Donington, did it? And the 
fact that Suzuki's first major internation- 
al victory with the new GSXR750 came 
three weeks later at the Le Mans 24- 
Hour, when Peter Goddard joined Doug 
Polen and Juan-Eric Gomez aboard the 
French-run Suzuki that triumphed so 
decisively in front of 80,000 spectators, 
shows that, just maybe, the Australian 
ace might have unlocked the secrets of 
how to make the Suzuki a winner. 

Only one way to find out: Step up at 
Melbourne's Calder Raceway on a crisp 
Aussie winter's day to ride Bayliss' 
Ansett Suzuki. I was more interested 
than usual to ride the Ansett GSXR, 
given that, in eight years of track-testing 
every World Superbike works contender 
each season, the only time I've ever been 
refused a ride was by Suzuki factory 
management in '96, when I asked to test 
Reynolds' bike and got turned down. 
Considering that all three of the other 
Japanese manufacturers have let me ride 
their works bikes while they were not 
exactly at the peak of their development, 
this left me not only frustrated but also 
curious: Is the GSXR750 such a highly 
strung, nervous-handling prima donna 
of a bike that you need the skill of a 
Goddard, the experience of a Polen or 
the balls of a Bayliss to master it? Calder 
would tell... 

Bottom line first: If this bike raced in 
World Superbike rounds on other conti- 
nents with a top rider (well, like "God" 
himself, for instance), it'd surely be a 
regular contender for top-five finishing 
places - and on every type of circuit, too, 
not just power-up tracks like Monza and 
Hockenheim, where the Suzuki's truly 
awesome top-end performance comes 
into its own. While I'm certainly not up 
to riding the bike as hard as Troy or 
Peter, I gave it a pretty good workout 
once the track surface at Calder had 
dried out from morning rain, and I 
stopped getting wheelspin in sixth gear 
down the main straight when I hit a 
shiny, damp tarmac patch. And as hard 
as the engine revs, as quick as the bike 
steers, and as undoubtedly fast as it is in 
a straight line, this is an extremely rid- 
able, raceable package that brings new 
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standards of agility to the four-cylinder 
four-stroke class. It’s a four that thinks 
it’s a twin - but also a Superbike with 
the feel of a 500. 

You get an immediate feeling of that 
split personality as soon as you sit on 
the Suzuki. It feels shorter and narrower 
than other four-cylinder superbikes 
(especially the Kawasaki), with a close- 
coupled riding position that isn’t undu- 
ly cramped or uncomfortable. Goddard 
has raised the rear ride height to load up 
the front end weightwise as well as 
steepen the head angle, and the result is 
a motorcycle that feels little different to 
sit on than the 500cc GP bike on which 
he honed his riding skills. Though of 
course it’s heavier-steering than a 500cc 
V-four weighing 66 pounds less, the 
Suzuki's handling is also noticeably 
more nimble than other superbike fours 
- especially swapping directions in a chi- 
cane. It’s almost as easy-steering as an 
even narrower Ducati, almost certainly 
because Suzuki got the engine position 
spot-on in designing the bike, and God- 
dard and Tainton have refined the chas- 
sis setup to perfection. 

But, though nimble-handling, the 
Ansett GSXR doesn’t wobble or weave 
in a straight line, as Whitham’s bike 
clearly still did for all to see on TV at 
Monza this season. It even stays true 
when you hit a bump that unsettles the 
bike with the suspension compressed 
under hard acceleration. It also manages 
to resist the high-speed headshake that 
the Kayaba-equipped works bikes so 
often suffered last season. I saw 12,500 
revs in top gear on Calder’s long front 
straight, which was quite fast enough to 
provoke this problem, if it were going to 
happen at all - and it didn’t. | 

And neither is the Ansett GSXR 
twitchy or nervous entering a turn hard 
on the brakes - though I'll admit it was 
to start with, until I got the hang of rid- 
ing the bike and started to push harder. 
Then it all came together almost perfect- 
ly - but only after I'd stopped for some 
suspension adjustments. 

To begin with, the Ohlins rear shock 
was definitely oversprung, and the forks 
were also so stiffly set up that they chat- 
tered over the ripples left by cars in the 
horseshoe at the end of the Calder main

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straight. Also, the back end wouldn’t 
hook up properly exiting a bumpy turn. 
But here’s the trick: Like most other top 
superbike tuners, Phil Tainton is com- 
pletely familiar with what makes Ohlins 
suspension work, so while I went off for 
a spin on the latest Silverbird version of 
the Hunwick Hallam X1R V-twin I was 
also testing (I know - hell of a life, isn't 
it?), he fitted a softer rear spring, adjust- 
ed the rebound damping, and reduced 
the compression on the forks. The sec- 
ond time around, the Suzuki handled 
great - illustrating perhaps the single 
biggest handicap under which other 
Suzuki teams have to labor, which is 
that they use Japanese suspension that is 
(a) not so compliant, (b) harder to adjust 
correctly without full expert backup, 
and (c) doesn't have the same degree of 
hands-on familiarity for superbike 
mechanics around the world. Hey - if 
Ohlins are good enough for Kawasaki to 
use on its works bikes, let alone Yama- 


ha, owner of the Swedish company, 
then why doesn't Suzuki do so? Espe- 
cially as Harris is Ohlins' British 
importer! Your call. 

Other differences worth noting 
between the Ansett bike and other 
Suzukis are the Brembo brakes (not six- 
pot Tokicos) and Dunlop tires, rather 
the Michelins used by the World squad. 
After we got the suspension dialed in 
right, the Suzuki hooked up really well 
out of turns - and it also steers very neu- 
trally on the power, without pushing 
the front wheel. Basically, it goes where 
you point it. 

But the brakes - awesome! The four- 
pot Brembos are top-shelf items costing 
over $2000 each, and worth every buck. 
Extremely sensitive yet progressive, too, 
they deliver fantastic stopping power 
from the cast-stainless rotors, allowing 
you to brake well within the 200 board 
from well over 160 mph in top for the 
horseshoe at the end of Calder's front 


straight, aided by the engine braking 
delivered by the antilock clutch. But 
then, when you trail-brake into the 
bend, the Suzuki turns in controllably, 
neither tipping into the apex as the 
steering geometry steepens under 
weight transfer nor needing to be forced 
on its side to stop it from understeering 
into the grass. 

What a nice bike to ride. | never 
thought I'd say that, after watching 
Reynolds and McCarthy last season! 

And yet, the best is still to come: 
engine time. Extremely musical-sound- 
ing, even if it doesn't rev as high as a 
Kawasaki, the Suzuki motor is extreme- 
ly strong, but it isn't just a top-end guid- 
ed missile you have to keep revving 
hard at all costs. Instead, in its new '97 
form with added midrange thanks to 
the new kit exhaust, the Suzuki has very 
crisp throttle pickup (guess those 
duplex canisters on the exhaust must 
work) and carburets very cleanly from 








as low as 6000 revs, in spite of the bigger 
42mm carbs now fitted. Now I can 
understand why Bayliss went so well on 
the bike in the rain at Phillip Island - or 
indeed how Whitham made the rostrum 
in the wet at Monza. 

Then, from 8000 rpm upward, it 
starts to motor strongly, with no kick or 
flat spot in the power delivery - just a 
completely linear pull up to peak revs of 
13,500. The power holds to the 14,200 
rpm rev-limiter, but Tainton says the 
riders all change up at the 13,500 power 
peak, or even below. 

"We find there's no need to rev it 
out, unless you're stuck for a gear," he 
says. "There's no extra power up there, 
so you're better off short-shifting and 
using the fat part of the torque curve, 
unless you need to save a gear change." 

Following that advice proved the 
Suzuki to be a far more flexible friend 
than I'd ever imagined it could be. It's 
not a twin - but it's the next-best thing in

“God’s bike" 





bk T here's nothing in this engine that a NR can't buy," says Phil Tainton, 
the top Australian superbike tuner who prepares and runs the Ansett 
Suzuki team bikes out of his small but well-equipped PTR workshop near 
Melbourne's evocatively named suburb of Ferntree Gulley. "The parts we have in it 
are the same as (those) used by the factory World Superbike team and the top Suzukis 
raced in the All-Japan and AMA Championships, and that means that Suzuki has 
kept faith with the Superbike concept by offering a customer race kit that duplicates 
their factory hardware and allows privateers to benefit from all the development time 
that went into the works bikes. Provided you install it properly and stay on top of 
component replacement, you'll have a very powerful package that's also very reliable 
- so far, we've had no major mechanical failures of any kind in 1 1/2 seasons." 

And with James Whitham topping the Hockenheim speed-trap table on his similar 
Harris-run works bike at 189.06 mph, also very fast. Inevitably, the spinoff from the 
Suzuki factory team's R&D doesn't come cheap. To allow Tainton to build Peter God- 
dard's title-winning bike at the start of the '96 season, Suzuki Australia purchased one 
of the costly (about $50,000) factory engine kits, some of the technology of which Phil 
then duplicated for a second, lower-spec, team bike, ridden last season by Damon 
Buckmaster. Running on a strict budget didn't permit the luxury of a second machine 
for either rider and, for this season, "God's" title-winner was updated to latest '97 

. Spec, and assigned to Troy 
Bayliss, who has kept right 
on winning with it; second- 
strong Mark Willis has the 
number-two bike. That meant 
the Ansett Suzuki I rode at 
Calder was indeed God- 
dard's  works-spec  '96 
machine, still fitted with a 
full complement of factory 
parts, the whole subtly 
improved with Tainton's 
own tuning talents. 

The ultra- -compact 72 x 
46mm DOHC engine's basic 
package therefore includes a 
kit crankshaft identical in 
design to the stock street one, 


al, fitted with a set of titani- 
um rods and forged race-kit 
pistons. These deliver 12.5:1 
compression as supplied, but 
Tainton has increased the 
ratio to 14:1 via the base gas- 
ket, in spite of which the 
Ansett Suzuki will happily 
run on premium unleaded 
pump fuel. And even with 
this fuel, the bike delivers 155 
bhp at the rear wheel at 
13,500 rpm, says Tainton. 
However, he’s also found 
that tipping in World Super- 
bike-spec ELF race fuel d delivers over 5 bhp more with no mechanical mods whatsoev- 


ег. Obtaining this kind of poke requires the right combination of trick parts and care- 


ful work on the cylinder head (a factory item fitted with titanium valves that are 30 
percent lighter than equivalent steel parts, but still use stock 29mm inlet/24mm 


exhaust sizes, each with two springs). Beryllium-copper valve seats are fitted to 


match the valve material, with kit camshafts, on which Tainton has altered the cam 
timing compared to factory spec, in pursuit of improved midrange performance. 
However, he's holding off fitting the gear cam-drive conversion used by the works 
team this season until its reliability is proven. _

from 40mm in the GSXR's debut year), which take a while to dial in because of 
greater variables in the jetting, and are also very sensitive to intake-trumpet length. 
"We use standard carb manifold rubbers, but vary the length of the velocity 
stacks," says Tainton. "I've found a big performance enhancement in these - there's 5 
bhp locked up in just 10mm variation of stack, between 26mm and 36mm in length! 
Because there's so much difference, I'd really like to try adjustable stacks - that has to 


_ be the way to go, and we'll get to that next winter. But we're now running a compro- 


mise, with staggered stacks and altered cam timing, and we very possibly now have 
too much midrange, which causes Troy some wheelspin problems. For Phillip Island, 
we took some ios away and went for top end, and the result was he went faster 
out of turns." 

A key ingredient in this is not only the race-kit ignition, but also the new-for-’97 
titanium exhaust. The tapered headers and factory silencer are a metallurgical work 
of art well worth the $2500 list price. They come complete with trademark Yoshimu- 
ra-derived duplex canisters on the downpipes that link exhausts 1 and 4 with the aim 
of enhancing engine response from a closed throttle (larger than the ones used last 
year, which linked one to two and three to four, instead). The new '97 exhaust system 
is a four-two-one setup, giving added midrange compared to the 4-1 used last season, 
with a split collector. A modified sump and oil pickup is required to tuck the kit pipe 
tightly under the engine. 

"This is a very good pipe which removed the single biggest problem we had with 
the power delivery last year, which was a heavy flat spot around 10,000 rpm," says 
Tainton. ^We tried to eliminate it ourselves, but could only do so at the expense of 
top-end power, whereas now the factory has delivered the best of both worlds with 
this new system." 

While the set of titanium rods at $9300 total isn't exactly cheap, and factory car- 
bon-fiber parts seem inordinantly pricey (hence the replication), the real big numbers 


are reserved for the components harnessing all the extra power the factory-spec 


engine delivers. 

Heading the list is the huge, curved, double-stack water radiator at roughly 
$14,000, necessary to keep such a potent engine running at the optimum 160-degree 
temp, followed by the sprag-type dry-clutch conversion also costing $14,000, plus the 
close-ratio six-speed gearbox (incorporating the factory speed-shifter) which at a mere 
$3300 per cluster seems practically a bargain. There's a choice of three different ratios 
for each gear, and with Goddard's 500cc GP experience leading him to be very fastidi- 
ous about getting the internal ratios right for each circuit, Tainton has had lots of 
practice at taking advantage of the Suzuki's unique three-way split to the engine, 
which allows access to the gearbox without disturbing the crankshaft. Just 90 minutes 
is sufficient for the engine to be pulled from the frame and opened up, the gearbox 
setup altered and the engine replaced. 

While little expense was spared to have the best possible engine spec, the Ansett 
team opted to forego the works chassis kit and adapt the rest of the bike itself from 
stock - not only to save on budget, but also to get it the way Goddard wanted it. The 
stock frame is completely unbraced, though Tainton says he'd like to fit a strut above 
the cylinder head as the factory team has done, to tie up the two alloy frame spars 
and stop it from twisting under duress. 

Tainton has moved the adjustable swingarm pivot up and forward to obtain more 
swingarm angle for a better drive (one solution to the wheelspin problem caused by 
the hefty midrange), but the most obvious difference is the use of Ohlins suspension 
rather than the Kayaba or Showa setups employed by Suzuki teams elsewhere - an 
important move, given that Goddard is so particular about suspension settings, and 
given the widespread knowledge about dialing in the Swedish hardware. 

The Ansett bike uses a stock Suzuki kit link modified to fit a piggyback-type shock 
originally intended for a ZX7R, as well as top-line 46mm Ohlins forks with 28mm off- 
sets delivering 98mm of trail from a 23-degree head angle, and has a stock 54.9-inch 
wheelbase - in fact the geometry is all very close to the GSXR750 street bike 
(96mm / 24°), though weight distribution is now 52/48 percent front-biased, and God- 
dard's bike must carry 6.6 pounds of ballast to meet the 356.4-pound superbike 
weight limit. If the magnesium side covers weren't included in the engine kit, there'd 
be no need to fit them... 

Top-line Brembo brakes, Marchesini wheels and Dunlop rubber complete the 
package - the latter 17-inchers at both ends, in accordance with a cost-saving gentle- 
man's agreement between the Australian Superbike teams not to indulge in the added 
expense of 16.5-inch rear tires. Bayliss did, however, use these at the World Superbike 
round at Phillip Island, where he reported extra drive out of turns with the smaller- 
diameter tires. 

The complete package therefore represents racing proof that Suzuki has a very 
good customer Superbike in the GSXR750, offering a level of performance relative to- 
the works racer from which it’s derived that only Ducati can match with the 995. 
Corsa - and at a comparable total startup cost. And it wins races. | 








terms of combining a torquey pickup 
with searing top-end speed. The 
midrange punch is really noticeable, 
giving really good roll-on acceleration 
exiting one of Calder's tighter turns - 
but the way the reduced inertia of the 
titanium-equipped motor allows it to 
pick up engine speed so very quickly 
once you hit the five-figure mark on the 
tacho is genuinely impressive. The nee- 
dle just scoots around the dial practical- 
ly as fast as on a two-stroke - then sud- 
denly it's time to tap the race-pattern 
gearshifter for a higher ratio. The speed- 
shifter's action is stiffer than on other 
bikes, but I prefer that because there's 
no risk of knocking it into a higher gear 


. or cutting the ignition inadvertently as 








you move around on the bike, as other 
systems will, and the close-ratio kit 
gearbox has well-matched ratios that 
allow you to short-shift without losing 
momentum. 

But one impression stays with you 
for a long time after riding the Suzuki: 
it'S F-A-S-T! The Suzuki sets the stan- 
dard for the superbike speed stakes, and 
as you struggle to hold on to the bars 
and mold yourself to the kevlar tank in 
a vain endeavor to present a wind- 
cheating profile, there's an undeniable 
thrill at how fast you're going, which 
the muted shriek from the kit exhaust 
only fuels. Awesome - gimme more! 

Faster than even a Honda, less peaky 
than the '95 Yamaha but more powerful 
than its '96 smoothed-out successor, and 
with a far wider spread of power and 
better acceleration than the '96 Kawasa- 
ki - enginewise, the Suzuki is a very 
impressive package - which leaves only 
the handling with a question mark 
hanging over it. Calder proved the 
Ansett team has completely resolved 
this, setting a benchmark at which other 
Suzuki teams must aim. Maybe the 
Japanese factory bosses should have 
paid my airfare to Australia last year, if 
they were worried about how their 
superbike product stood up against its 
rivals. €N

SCR/Team Yamaha's Doug Black- 
well failed to finish after a midrace crash 
put him out of the running with an 
injured shoulder, and Suzuki's Paul 
Edmondson was a no-show: He is still at 
home in England, recovering from a 
knee injury suffered at the previous 
GNCC round in June. Despite the non- 
starts of top riders Edmondson and 
Dahners, the pro field totalled 17 riders, 
including newly crowned AMA Nation- 
al Enduro champion Mike Lafferty from 
Millville, New Jersey. 

The Sunday Creek race course was 
considered by most to be fast and fun. 
Due to a recent loss of surrounding 
land, and logging being done on other 
properties, some of the tighter technical 
sections that are normally utilized by 
course designer Jeff Russell were not 
available. Always a favorite among 
spectators, the Ohio event includes a 
picturesque, full-length motocross 
course in full view of the pits. Dust was 
a minimal factor around the 9-mile 
course at the beginning of the day but 
increased slightly by race's end, the 
product of cloudless skies and 80-degree 
temperatures. 

The dead-engine start produced no 
surprises: The fast-starting Suzukis of 
teammates Smith and Hatch joining the

anding the first blow of the 
renewed AMA off-road racing 
£ „ season was Team Honda's reign- 
И ing СМСС champion, Scott Sum- 
mers. Riding with the smarts and con- 
sistency that has led to multiple titles 
and race wins in both the GNCC and 
Hare Scrambles series - this event 
served as a round for both - Summers 
once again put his name in the record 
books with a narrow and hard-fought 
victory over his archrival, Team Suzu- 
ki's Steve Hatch. Third overall went to 
Andrew's Racing/Team Yamaha's Fred 
Andrews, who put in a great charge 
through the pack to claim the final podi- 
um spot. Even more impressive was 
Sport Cycles Racing/Team Yamaha's 
Duane Conner, who returned to racing 
after an injury-induced layoff. of nearly 
six months to take a surprising fourth 
position. Filling out the top five was 
Cycle Gear/Team Yamaha's Randy 
Hawkins, who once again overcame 
early adversity to score another top fin- 
ish. 

Several top competitors found them- 
selves without any points on the day. 
Sporting the number-one plate for the 
National Hare Scrambles series, Suzu- 
ki's Rodney Smith started the day blaz- 
ingly fast and looked set to control the 
pace up front, until he eventually 
dropped out with flu-enduced fatigue. 
Also dropping out of the event was for- 
mer GNCC champ and local favorite 
Scott Plessinger on his factory KTM. 
Brake problems which began early on 
during lap one and which were never 
successfully corrected left Plessinger 
resigned to watching from his 
motorhome once again. Joining him on 
the sidelines was KTM teammate Jason 
Dahners, recovering from torn cartilege 
surrounding his ribs, an injury sus- 
tained at a local race weeks prior to the 
event. 
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KTM of Plessinger at the head of the 
pack around turn one. Customarily a 
slow starter, the lone Honda of Sum- 
mers was at the rear of the field as they 
circulated the motocross course and 
headed into the woods. 

Lap one proved eventful for many. 
Andrews was the first to run into the 
bad luck that would make this a lengthy 
day for many of the competitors. 

“I came off the line fairly well and 
got knocked down by a friend of mine, 
so he's not my friend anymore," the for- 
mer National Champion said afterward 
with his typical candor. "I was dead, 
dead, dead last, and it was so dusty 
back there that I could hear Summers 
ahead of me but I could never see him, I 
could just hear him." 

As Andrews was racing to rejoin the 
pack, Plessinger was experiencing a loss 
of rear braking just a mile into the event. 
He would battle the problem until even- 
tually being forced to park tlie orange 
machine on lap four. 

By the end of lap one, Smith and his 
number-one machine were firmly in 
command, maintaining a 12-second 
advantage over Blackwell, who hails 
from nearby Parkersburg, West Vir- 
ginia. Blackwell was enjoying the cheers 
of a large number of trackside fans and 
had put 10 seconds on then-series- 
points-leader Hatch, who was followed 
by the KTMs of Plessinger and Lafferty. 
Kawasaki rider Brian Keegan, Summers, 
Conner, Andrews and Hawkins filled 
out the top positions, just over a minute 
separating first from 10th. Expending a 
lot of energy on that first lap was ISDE 
gold medalist Hawkins, thankful to 
have made his way back up into the top 
10. 

"Scott (Summers) and I were hooked 
up together, and on the back section 
there was a mudhole," Hawkins said. 
"He went through one side and I went 
through the other side and a wire went 
around my footpeg and got wrapped up 
in my rear wheel. I went waaay back (in 
the pack) and this guy jumped in and 
helped me. If he hadn't helped me, I 
don't know if I could've got (the wire) 
out." 

By the next lap, Hatch had overtaken 
the lead and the two series champions, 
Smith and Summers, were directly 
behind. Just two seconds separated the 
three riders and they began to pull away 
from the pack to battle among them- 
selves. Blackwell was displaced to 
fourth and Conner had climbed to fifth, 
showing that his wrist injury had not 
robbed him of his former speed. Prior to 
the event, Conner mentioned his plan to 
go out fast at the outset. 

"My wrist usually gives out after 
about an hour and a half, so I have that 
long to show these guys that I can still 
run with them," Conner said. "This has 
been a difficult recovery but it's getting 


better every day, so I just have to keep . 


working on it." 

The status of Conner's recovery 
would ultimately far exceed his best 
expectations by day's end. 

Brian Keegan laid claim to the sixth 
spot on the second lap and turned in fast 
and consistent circuits in that position 
until forced to retire on lap four with a 
badly twisted right knee. Andrews had 
climbed to seventh, ahead of Lafferty 
and Hawkins, while Plessinger slid fur- 
ther down the field into 14th after pitting 
to change a rear-brake caliper in a vain 
attempt to correct his braking problems. 

The top of the finishing order had 
been established by lap four, but the rac- 
ing was far from over. Smith had retired 
and was back in the pits, dealing with 
the effects of the flu which had plagued

him for the prior week, and Hatch and 
Summers were left to decide the win. 
Andrews and Conner were in third and 
fourth, less than a minute off of the lead, 
but fatigue had become a factor. 

“1 was dead tired by the end,” 
Andrews said. "I'm in good shape, but I 
can't come from dead last and win it." 

Hawkins was now firmly established 
in fifth and running by himself, unable 
to catch up to the lead pack. "It's so 
much easier when you're up front with 
those guys," Hawkins said. "The front 
guys, the traffic hears them and will 
move over, but they don't move right 
over for the rest of the group." 

Newly crowned enduro king Mike 
Lafferty, in a rare GNCC appearance 
("I've raced Ocala the past two years but 
never finished."), was on the same 
minute as Hawkins, in sixth. GNCC reg- 
ular Gene Onail were battling fellow 
Kawasaki rider Mike Sampson for sev- 
enth, trailed by California's Patrick Gar- 
rahan, Frank Keegan and Blair Bersano. 

The final lap was set to be a Sum- 
mers/Hatch duel to the wire. In their 
last such encounter (Clarksburg, West 
Virginia, on April 20), it was Hatch tak- 
ing the win by a mere matter of inches 
over the big four-stroke. 

Entering the seventh go-around, 
Summers held a one-second advantage 
over the yellow rider and after the final 
24 minutes and four seconds of racing, 
that was the way that they would finish 
- one second apart. Save for the opening 
round in Ocala (which Hatch won by a 
wide margin), the GNCC series has seen 
close finishes at every event. 

Summers summed up his strategy 
and accounted for the little concern he 
had over his slow start. 

“I was actually pretty relaxed," Sum- 
mers said. "I was hoping that by not 
charging early, that would give me 





enough energy to hang in there later on. 
I was just trying to be smooth and get to 
the race. You know, the race isn't until 
the last lap, and I just didn't want to 
make any mistakes until we got to that 
point. Steve knew he was ready to go to 
work when the white flag came out. It 
was just an awesome race and I'm just 
happy to be first instead of second." 

Hatch, too, was relaxed and poised to 
claim the win but made a costly mistake 
on that final lap. 

“I was trying to get by him a little but 
not really caring (at that point) and I 
went on a different line than him in 
fourth gear and endoed," Hatch said. “It 
knocked my goggles off and everything 
else, so once I caught him again, it was 
gonna be tough to get by him with all of 
the dust. I think he was dragging both 
feet out there!"

On paper, Summers and Hatch are 
currently at the head of the GNCC 
points standings with 147 points apiece 
(counting the best eight scores from the 
first nine rounds - each rider throws out 
his lowest four scores at season’s end). 
The win also puts Summers. into the 
elite category of two series wins thus far 
this season, a distinction shared by 
Suzuki teamisters Hatch, Smith and 
Edmondson. 

Third-place finisher Andrews, who 
had won this event a year earlier, fin- 
ished two minutes behind the winning 
pair. Conner and Hawkins trailed in 
within the next five minutes. 

A surprise sixth overall went to 250cc 
A rider and national GNCC quadcycle 
champion Barry Hawk Jr. on a Suzuki 
RMX250. Though the 250cc A class is 
started 30 seconds behind the pro riders, 
overall finishes are based on adjusted 
time. Hawk attributed his finish to a 
relaxing summer and more time spent 
on his practice bike. An early battle with 
fellow A rider Jimmy Jarrett propelled 
the duo toward the front, and Hawk 
maintained the pace after Jarrett retired, 
besting 12 of the nation’s top off-road 
professional racers in the process. 

Indiana’s Mike Sampson overcame a 
horrible 16th-place position after lap one 
to climb into an eventual seventh overall, 
followed by Lafferty, Onail, and 250cc A 
competitor Todd Morain on a Yamaha. €N

GAILDORF, GERMANY, SEPT. 7 
he memory of two fantastic duels 
between Stefan Everts and Pit 
Beirer at the German Grand Prix 
in Gaildorf was soured when the 
new champion voiced his disgust with 
the day’s events after the race, claiming 
that backmarkers Andi Kanstinger and 
Kenneth Asplund had caused him to 
lose a record-equaling 10th GP win. 

The Belgian got back up off the 
ground to finish the day equal with the 
top scorer, but the winner’s laurels went 
to the German, who thus took his maid- 
en 250cc GP win on home soil in his 
final ride for the Pamo Honda team 
before switching to the Rinaldi Yamaha 
team alongside Tallon Vohland for 1998. 

. The Californian, Vohland, ended the 
series sixth. A first-moto third-place fin- 
ish had moved him ahead of Jocke 
Karlsson, but the Swede reversed the 
order again in race two with a fourth, as 
Vohland could not do better than sixth 
after a poor start and a midrace fall. 

Mike Brown ended his European GP 
career with a fifth in moto one and a 
mechanical DNF in moto two. The 
native of Tennessee ended the series 
11th. 


MOTO ONE 


Everts holeshot the first moto but 
Beirer was right on him from the word 
go. For more than 30 minutes, the duo 
tore around the Gaildorf expressway - 
the Belgian as smooth as ever and the 
German as outrageously ragged as ever. 
And “Pit Bull” stayed on the bike for the 
full 45 for once.

Using lines which would slingshot 
him out of the turns, Beirer got along- 
side Everts several times before eventu- 
ally ousting the champ at the half-hour 
mark, but that pass was the signal for 
Everts to get serious. Within half a lap 
he was ahead again and gradually 
inched clear until, after a small mistake, 
the German accepted his fate with three 
laps to go and eased his pace. 

Second place was the least Beirer had 
to score to retain even a slender chance 
of second in the series, but Marnicq 
Bervoets worked his way forward to 
fourth in a workmanlike manner from 
an initial 14th to ensure himself of a 
third consecutive silver medal. 

The battle for the number-five plate 
was serious. Karlsson, no longer in pain 
from the hand and chest injuries he sus- 
tained in Poland, quickly advanced 


. from sixth to fourth, but further move- 


ment was not possible and, on the third 
lap, Vohland moved him aside at the 
tree corner past the finish line to set off 
after the leaders and try to wipe out the 
four-point deficit he had going into the 
moto. 

After 12 minutes, the Californian had 
passed compatriot/teammate Mike 
Brown for third, but could never quite 
close down the leaders. Bervoets' charge 
gave Vohland an extra point on Karls- 
son, and the American headed the 
Swede by a single point going into the 
final moto as Brown maintained fifth to 
the finish. Brown had done his job to 
help out his team, but was not satisfied 
with his ride. 

“I go back home on Tuesday, and I 
have to admit I wasn't really interested 
out there," Brown said. 

Karlsson at least knew he had given 
his best. 

“I made a lot of mistakes in the last 
few laps, but at least I am still in with a 
chance of the number-five plate," Karls- 
son said. "I knew it would be difficult to 
be faster than Vohland today because I 
have hardly been able to train for the 
last couple of weeks, but I am still in 


there fighting if he makes a mistake in 


race two." 

Yves Demaria had crashed in the first 
turn. 

"He gave it too much of a handful, 
the rear wheel stepped out, then bit and 
spat him off,” explained eyewitness Jeff 
Perrett. “I threaded my way through the 
middle, but three or four others 
slammed into him." 

The Frenchman rode a few laps 
midrace to check that all was okay and 
ready for race two. 


MOTO TWO 


Касе two was another superb race for 
most of its distance, but this time it was 
Beirer in front of Everts for half an hour. 
Both riders were absolutely on the limit, 
and they actually set their fastest laps of 
all at the three-quarter stage of the race. 


At 32 minutes, Everts made the pass 
and immediately began to open up a 
lead. With three laps to go, he was more 
than 50 yards clear of Beirer as he came 
to lap Kanstinger and Asplund. 

"They didn't respect the blue flag," 
Everts said later at a press conference. "I 
was six or seven corners behind (them), 
and Pit came very close again. I was 
angry, and I made a mistake in a cor- 
ner." 

Kanstinger later added portions to 
the story that Everts apparently left out. 

"Straight after the race, he came over 
to my truck and claimed I knocked him 
off,” Kanstinger said. "How could I 
have knocked him off? I was only aware 
that he was behind me for one corner, 
and I let him through as soon as I saw a 
blue flag. I was 20 yards behind him 
when he fell, and Asplund was between 
us. There was loose straw on the surface 
at the corner where he fell.and that 


made the already-slippery surface even ' 


more treacherous. He fell alone." 

"I touched him with my shoulder," 
Asplund said. "But he was already 
falling down, and I touched him 
because he fell across me." 

Some eyewitnesses claimed that 
Asplund had not given Everts a clear 
run into the corner but that he was still 
racing Kanstinger for 22nd, while other 
eyewitnesses confirmed that Everts was 
ahead going into the turn and did not 
crash because of any contact. Everts fin- 
ished a disconsolate second to Beirer 
after the crash. 

The battle for fifth in the series was a 
fascinating one. 

“I made a good start, and my 
mechanic was signalling me that if I fin- 
ished fourth ahead of Vohland then I 
would take the number-five plate, so 
that was what I was riding for," 
explained Karlsson after finishing in 
that position. He had been up to third at 
one stage after catching and passing 
Werner Dewit, but Bervoets passed 
them both. 

Vohland had started badly. 

“I wheelied out of the gate and just 
backed off,” Vohland said. "I reckoned 
that I had a better chance to come from 
last than to get pulled down in the mid- 
dle of the pack at the first turn. I was 
right in behind Bervoets, in sixth, and 
could see Karlsson by half-distance, so I 
felt confident that I could catch up to 
him. But then I just fell down in a turn, 
and suddenly I was 20 seconds back and 
was back down to ninth." 

It was soon pretty clear that Vohland 
would eventually catch Frederic Bolley 
again for sixth, but that would not be 
enough. He also needed Dewit to repass 
Karlsson. That looked possible with a 
couple of laps to go, but Karlsson fought 
hard and at the finish had even almost 
recaught Bervoets again. 

Brown had gone out on the first lap 
when the master cylinder of the rear

Batey called a "spode" crash in 
the first hour to steal the victory from 
Arclight Racing at the four-hour Mem- 
phis Motorsports Park endurance race. 
Batey leaped away to the lead early in 
the race, lapping traffic on the fifth lap, 
but caught his knee on a hay bale and 
was torn from his machine near the end 
of the first hour. Arclight Racing was 
there to inherit first place when Batey 
went down, but surrendered the lead 
and the win to TSE with 20 minutes left 
in the race. And although Arclight Rac- 
ing was forced to settle for second place, 
the team was still a lap up on the nearest 
competition, second-hour crashers 
Nielsen Racing. 

Team Ten 40 and Tapeworks Racing 
rounded out the top five, in that order. 
Tapeworks III finished sixth as rookie 
pro sensation Luke Yarbrough accom- 
modated the team's limited pit resources 
and kept its Suzuki near the front of the 
field.

aboard the GSXR1100 and started lap- 
ping riders by the fifth circuit. As Batey 
checked out from the rest of the field, 
they tenaciously pursued him at a sprint 
pace, only to smell his exhaust fumes. 
Since endurance racing is against the 
clock, it is critical to jump out to a fast 
pace and try to put time and laps on the 
rest of the field. During the early stages 
of an endurance race, Batey executes this 
strategy with the precision of a surgeon. 

Dean Hayes of TKO Racing went 
right to the front of the first chase pack 
and turned blistering lap times. Just 
when it looked like things might be 
going the team's way, Hayes pulled into 
the pits prematurely. 

"Forty minutes before the race, we 
discovered oil dripping from an oil-gal- 
ley plug," team owner Steve Doolin said. 





"We JB-Welded the galley 
plug, but the JB Weld didn't set up in 
time. By lap three, oil was gushing out 
and we brought Dean in. He went back 
out on the backup bike, but it took us out 
for the most part." 

Arclight Racing's Joe Prussiano III 
quickly swooped up second place, with 
Nielsen Racing's Mark Junge right on his 
tail. 

Behind them by about 10 bike lengths, 
the second chase pack aggressively jock- 
eyed for position. Leading the way was 
Team Ten 40, with Tapeworks Racing III 
hot on its tail. TBA Racing's endurance 
veteran Lanny Allen was rapidly 
approaching the chase pack. Allen's 
Suzuki 1100 had too many ponies on Ten 
40's Honda 600 and Tapeworks' Suzuki

Arclight was there to capitalize on 
their misfortune and moved into the 
lead. Prussiano was in command of the 
Arclight Suzuki when TSE crashed and 
he immediately picked up the pace to 
work on his newly acquired lead. 

“Т saw TSE on pit road early," Prus- 
siano said. "I put my head down and 
tried to work on the lead because I knew 
they would be back in it eventually." 

Team Suzuki Endurance worked 
quickly on the bike, and although it only 
took four minutes to ready the GSXR, 
Grant Lopez re-entered the race on the 
TSE machine with a three-lap deficit. 
When Lopez re-entered the track on the 
windshieldless Suzuki, Nielsen Racing's 
Junge settled in right behind Lopez, real- 
izing that he should try to get around 
him before he surrendered any laps to 
TSE. As the two challenged each other's 
nerves, Junge overcooked the entrance to 
turn one and low-sided his Suzuki. 

“I saw I had a little more on the 
entrance and went in too hot," Junge 
said. "I tried to saw it but the front just 
cut loose. There is minor damage and we 
only lost 40 (seconds) to Arclight." 

Darryl Saylor jumped on the injured 
Nielsen Suzuki and went out on a ban- 
zai-riding campaign, jumping rumble 





strips and wheelying as he split two 
slower riders. "It was just one of those 
things, " Saylor said. "After years of 
endurance experience, if the bike will 
run, you're never out of it. I just went out 
there and tried to run as hard as I could." 

Saylor was successful in recovering 
valuable time, and worked Nielsen Rac- 
ing back into third before the conclusion 
of the second hour. 

The third hour of racing was stopped 
only eight minutes after it began, when 
Rastafarian Racing's Kawasaki caught 
fire and burned its way down the front 
straightaway after rider Scott Brown 
crashed. “It was like this, man," Brown 
said. “Lanny Allen lost the rear, chopped 
the throttle, and I was too close and ass- 
packed his Suzuki. I went down and the 
bike caught fire." 

When the race was restarted, there 
were only 24 minutes remaining and 
TSE was still a lap down. With his 
knuckles ground down to the tendons, ` 
Batey got back on the Suzuki and 
launched like a rocket at the start, and 
quickly gobbled up everyone but 
Arclight in the first lap. A few laps later, 
Batey swooped down like a hawk and 
picked off his prey, putting TSE in first 
place. Chris Hughes of Arclight Racing 
rode hard but the comparatively under- 
powered GSXR600 was no match for 
TSE's 1100. : 

"] tried to run as hard as I could, but 
the Valvoline bike is very powerful," 
Hughes said. “We tried to keep the lead, 
but traffic was tough and you lose valu- 
able time getting through it." су

onship a few rounds ago, Joe Prussiano 
III is still dominating the class and rode 
to another win. Tray Batey walked away 
with the Formula One-class victory, 
while Michael Himmelsbach topped the 
125cc Grand Prix class. 

In the Michelin 750cc Supersport race, 
Arclight Racing's Prussiano took the 
holeshot and led the field around the 1.8- 
mile course. Even though the sun was 
shining, the two clouds over Prussiano 
were Nielsen Racing's Mark Junge and 
Emgo Valvoline Suzuki rider Grant 
Lopez. Prussiano didn't succumb to the 
pressure that Junge and Lopez were 
applying and led the trio as they pulled 
_ away from pursuing Marietta Motor- 
sports rider Billy Eisenacher. 

However, on lap six, Lopez decided 
to make his move, and he sneaked by 
Junge coming out of turn nine. 

"They were both really going good," 
Lopez said. "I was hanging back, watch- 
ing Junge challenge Prussiano. I couldn't 
stick it in because Junge was always tak- 
ing the line. I found a better way around 
to get the drive out of (turn) nine, and 
with that and a good draft I was able to 
get by. I passed Prussiano the same way." 

Lopez did indeed pass Prussiano the 
same way on the last lap. "Lopez out- 
drafted me down the front straight," 
Prussiano said. "I was going as hard as I 
could, and we had a really good race." 

Junge had to settle for third because 
he could never find a way around Prus- 
siano. "I waited for Joe to make a mis- 
take," Junge said. "He didn't. We were 
dead even on the brakes and I wasn't 


going to run into him. Then all of a sud-. 


den Lopez flew by me. I had absolutely 
nothing for Lopez. He was gone." 

On lap seven, Greg Leffler got by 
Billy Eisenacher for fourth and Eisenach- 
er settled for fifth. 

As the action got heated up during 
the 750cc race, it spilled over into the 
500cc Supersport race. Triple R Racing's 
Mark Reed jumped out to the lead and 
led a long freight train of riders around 
the 1.8-mile road course. However, on 
lap three, Junge outbraked Reed into 
turn one and took over the lead. As 
Junge led, Team Fury's Brian Lantz came 
from nowhere and started to shadow the 
lead pack. 

"I got a horrible start but was able to 
outbrake quite a few people going into 
turn one," Lantz said. "I worked m 
way to fifth place and got behind Billy 
Eisenacher and Rick Kirk. I need to pass 
them before Reed and Junge checked 
out, so I passed them as fast as I could." 

Lantz got by both Eisenacher and 
Kirk on the same lap and was in third as 
he ran down Reed and Junge by lap six. 

The lead pack built a lead and pulled 
away; however, Nielsen Racing's Darryl 
Saylor was also on the move. He pro- 
gressed from seventh down to fifth 
place, passing Marietta Motorsports' 
Eisenacher on lap seven. Kirk was chal- 
lenged by Saylor but held on to fourth 
place. 


As the riders in the chase pack sorted 
out their positions, Lantz was still on the 
move, trying to find a way around Reed. 
On the last lap of the race, Lantz found 
it. 


"I saw that Reed was really slow 
through the midcorner of turn one and 
two," Lantz said. "I easily got around 
him on the outside, but Junge had too 
much for me and I couldn't touch him." 

After Reed got passed in turn one, 
there wasn't enough time for him to put 
together a counterattack. 

"We were going through one," Reed 
said. "I was faster than Mark Junge and I 
passed him a couple of times on the 
drive out of one, and I was going to set 
him up for the checkered-flag lap and 
pass him. Somehow he missed a shift or 
slid a little bit and I kind of balked it a 
little and lost the drive. Then Lantz went 
around me." 

When the checkered flag fell, Junge 
led the way and Lantz took over second 
place. Reed settled for third. Rick Kirk 
held on to fourth, and Saylor settled for 
fifth as he ran out of laps and time to 
make any more passes. Eisenacher 
wound up in sixth. 

The 1100 Supersport race provided 
its share of action, but the most excit- 
ing thing came during practice, when 
Josh Hayes took another tumble down 
the track. Hayes crashed the Emgo 
Valvoline Suzuki during practice when 
a valve stem erupted and flattened the 
front tire. As a result, Hayes went into 
the grass at 100 mph. He recovered 
and started the 1100cc Supersport race 
on his 750. Hayes got the holeshot but 
had jumped the start and was forced to 
come in for a stop-and-go penalty. As 
Hayes pulled in, Lopez moved into 
first and never looked back. Hayes re- 
entered the track and worked his way 
back to fifth at the checkered. Arclight 
Racing's Prussiano wrapped up second 
place all alone, and Greg Leffler took 
the last podium spot. Rookie Pro rider 
Luke Yarbrough put the 360 Commu- 
nications Suzuki in fourth, ahead of 
Hayes. 

In the Formula Two race, Prussiano

checked out from the beginning and 
won the race by a two-second margin. 
Behind Prussiano was a torrid battle 


` between Team Fury's Lantz and Tri City 


Honda's Lee Acree. Lantz was on a four- 
stroke Kawasaki while Acree was on a 
Honda RS250 two-stroke. Lantz led 
Acree around, but Acree could carry 
more corner speed and passed Lantz 
through turn one. Lantz actually out- 
braked Acree's Honda entering turn 
nine and would draft behind Lantz to 
turn one and get back by through mid- 
corner. But Acree had other problems 
besides Lantz. 

"I made the wrong call with the jet- 
ting," Acree said. "The bike hesitated 
and sputtered exiting the corners, and 
Lantz (and) then Darryl Saylor got by 
me. I went with the wrong jets." 

At the checkered, it was Prussiano 
leading Lantz, who was running a lonely 
second. Saylor got by Acree to take third, 
and Acree settled for fourth. Still sore 
from his earlier crashes, Hayes settled 
for fifth. | 

The masterful Tray Batey won the 
Formula One class, with Emgo Valvoline 
Suzuki teammate Grant Lopez in sec- 
ond. Acree rode his Honda RS250 into 
third after sorting out his jetting prob- 
lem. Dean Hayes took fourth and Texan 
Kelly Moody landed in fifth. 

Michael Himmelsbach just came off a

THALHEIM, GERMANY, SEPT. 6-7 
oug Lampkin, having tied up 
his first World Champi- 
onship the previous week in 
the Czech Republic, was vir- 
tually able to ride the 10th and final 
round of the 1997 series as a lap on 
honor. Likewise, deposed Champion 
Marc Colomer was equally secure in 
second. 

And so, the really serious riding was 
left to the tussle for third-place honors. 
It was an intriguing contest between the 
two exciting young Japanese riders 
Kenichi Kuroyama and Takahisa Fujina- 
mi. They are great friends when they 
aren't battling for trials honors, and the 
contest was a good one. 

Their riding styles couldn't be more 
contrasting. Kuroyama, a former bicycle 
trials world champion, is very precise, 
very technical and always tries to be in 
total control. Fujinami is a year younger 
but has a more physical build and his 
riding style benefits from this: He tends 
to hit things fast and straight. The Euro- 
peans haven't named him Fuji-Gas for 
nothing. | 

The trial, staged in the town of Thal- 
heim in eastern Germany, was fairly 
easy by World Championship stan- 


dards, although with 
the title settled there was no real need to 
go overboard, and it certainly gave the 
shell-shocked lower-order points 
chasers some heart to be able to log a 
few cleans over the weekend. 

It was staged mainly on wooded hill- 
sides, with the opening couple of sec- 
tions being man-made obstacles, while 
the majority of the 14 hazards were a 
combination of climbs and drops in the 
woods where there were slippery tree 
roots, rocks and loose-earth ascents to 
keep the competitors alert. 

On the opening day, Lampkin was 
really focused, determined that the 
world should know that he was number 


.one and that he wasn't going to have a 


slack weekend of just going through the 
motions. Despite the fact that he started 
with a five over the opening rock pile 
(where little-known Spanish national 
rider Marc Freixas was best, with a one) 
the Beta number one ripped through the 
opening lap for a score of just nine, 
cleaning 10 of the remaining 13 sections. 
This was enough to lead the field, if 
only by a single mark ahead of Colomer, 
who took a five on the fourth section - as 
did Fujinami and Brit Graham Jarvis on 
the lone Scorpa, and Steve Colley, who 
looked very comfortable on the sections, 
easing around without dropping a sin- 
gle five. 

Kuroyama looked to have the early 
lead sewn up with a ride that saw him

grow in confidence after 
a slightly wobbly start, but then a five 
on the final man-made sub in the town 
saw him drop down the leaderboard. 

On the second loop, there was no 
holding Lampkin back, who gave a vir- 
tually faultless demonstration of pure 
machine control to circulate for just four 
marks. No one could live with this sort 
of form and he went on to take the 20 
championship points - not that he need- 
ed them - on a total of just 13 for the 
day, a mighty 10 ahead of runner-up 
Colomer. 

Behind the Big Two, though, the 
Japanese were having a real knock- 
down fight, and justice was probably 
done at the end of the day as the first 
four riders home finished in exactly the 
same order as the World Championship 
ended. But for an amazing third time 
this year, Kuroyama and Fujinami man- 
aged to end the day on exactly the same 
number of marks lost - 26 - and they 
were joined by Steve Colley. The result 
was mercifully easy to sort out on the 
most-cleans tie breaker, with the order 
descending through 15, 14 and 13 
cleans, respectively. 

It was a good day for the Brits, as 
Jarvis managed to force the Scorpa into 
sixth ahead of Jordi Tarres and Amos 
Bilbao, giving them three riders in the 
top six - a fact not lost on either the Brits 
or the Spaniards, with thoughts of the 
Trial des Nations now taking priority. 

Sunday saw Lampkin and Colomer 
start out seriously enough, but mixed in 


honor 


with the concentration was an end-of- 
term feel that had the two rivals laugh- 
ing at one another as each managed to 
founder in the evil-smelling, stagnant 
pool that the second section was built 
around.. 

Lampkin somehow managed to lose 
14 and Colomer 15 on their respective 
opening loops. Setting the pace, though, 
was the hugely talented but equally 
frustrating-to-watch Colley, who 
breezed around for just six. This proved 
to be just a single mark better than Fuji- 
nami, while Kuroyama was right in 
there on eight, as was seven-time World 
Champion Tarres, putting together one 
of his best efforts of the year in what 
would be his last-ever World Champi- 
onship Trial. 

Colley then went on to prove just 
why he drives his supporters to distrac- 
tion, dropping 13 on his second loop 
while his rivals virtually all dropped 
down to single-figure scores. Thus Col- 
ley ended his weekend with a fifth and 
seventh when he could just as easily 
have landed a third and a win. 

Lampkin and Colomer managed to 
drag their acts together to end their 
weekend with scores of three and five, 
respectively, but there were better. 
Bruno Camozzi came from nowhere to 
sign off from a disappointing season 
with a respectable fourth on the day. 
Tarres said adios with a seven and a 
popular podium spot - a nearly perfect 
way to end his career. 

Up front, it was the Kuroyama/Fuji- 
nami show all the way. Kuroyama 


` didn't do a lot wrong as he posted a 


three-dab ride, but Fujinami was nearly 
perfect and his remarkable single-dab 
ride under this great pressure gave the 
teen-ager not only his first leg win of his 
career but also the overall victory. And 
there was no one happier for him than 
his friend Kuroyama - although Kuroya- 
ma was in the enviable position of hav- 
ing staved off his countryman to end the 
year in third place in the championship. 
The two Gas Gas riders, young 
Spaniard David Cobos and Colley, split 
Lampkin and Colomer, in their unusual 
positions of fifth and eighth, while 
Spaniards Marc Cattla and Gabriel 
Reyes completed the top 10. CN

ellingham, Washington's Dan 
Bees proved that there is no 

place like home after taking not 
one but rather two wins in a row at the 
final two rounds of the AMA National 
Hot Shoe Series, as he earned the 600cc 
Expert main-event victory at the Castle 
Rock Fairgrounds TT. 

Stanley, who prior to last night's 
National had not posted a victory in 
National competition, carded a narrow 
Friday night win; then, on this evening, 
stormed back to hammer the competi- 
tion - most notably Rex Fisher and 
Mickey Fay - to win the series finale. 

Stanley, who coming into the final 
two rounds ran ninth in the series points 
standings, solidified his third place in 
the final tabulations with his two wins, 
trailing Kenny Coolbeth, winner of the 
inaugural 600cc Expert-class title, and 
second-placed Lonnie Pauley; neither 
man was on hand, as Coolbeth had 
already all but clinched the title over 
Pauley, 124-95. Stanley finished third 
with 83 points to beat Joe Kopp's 77 for 
fourth. 

"The only thing better than winning 
one race is winning two," a jubilant 
Stanley said from the podium. 

Fisher, the second-place finisher, 
came from just inside of the top 10 on 
the opening lap to finish in the position 
for the second night in a row after a 
spirited charge to lead Fay, who round- 
ed out the spots on the box. 

The event also doubled as the Andy 
Tresser Memorial in honor of the 
National number-91 plate holder from 
Redwood City, California, who died as 
the result of injuries from a practice 
crash at the Rapid City, South Dakota, 
Grand National. Tresser, a Northwest 
favorite, was best known for his TT 
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prowess after his wins in the past two 
600cc Nationals at Castle Rock. The 
emotional tribute included a parade lap 
on Tresser's Rotax, which was ridden by 
his brother Carlo. Also in attendance 
were Tresser's grandparents, his moth- 
er, and his brother Christian. 


QUALIFYING 


National number 70, John Hlebo III, 
one of the six scratch-heat winners, led 
the first of the four heat races, where he 
convincingly beat Del Schnitzer and 
Steve Mayfield. Schnitzer would follow 
the Engines Only/Rod Lake/Aupperle 
Racing-backed Hlebo into the final from 
a distance. 

Eric Rickman ran ahead of Stanley, 
Paul Iwanaga, Christian Vernon and 
Steve Liberty in heat two, but Rickman 
would narrowly miss making the trans- 
fer. Stanley, riding the Gardner Rac- 
ing/BBRP/Budweiser-backed Rotax, 
led Don Wilson into the final. 

Fay and Fisher led Jeff Harsha and 
Steve Smith in the third heat race, which 
set up one of the evening's closest bat- 
tles. Fisher eventually got around Fay, a 
mainstay at the facility, to grab a win 
aboard the Hart Racing/Celorie 
Bros. / Paul Peiroli-sponsored Rotax. Fay 
landed a ticket to the main event with 
second place. 

Jeff Annen forged ahead of the fourth 
and final heat-race contestants to easily 
win, placing the Lopko/Shoei/Thor- 
sponsored Rotax on the front row for 
the final. Ron Waters finished a popular 
second place in front of his home crowd. 

Eli Price, Smith, Імапаға and Ron 
Yamamoto spent a great deal of time 
battling in the first of three semis. Price 
eventually pushed his way into a huge 
lead, one that would earn him his first 
Hot Shoe National start, beating Iwana- 
ga and Smith, who also transferred. 

Lonny Kopp, Harsha and Steve

Arndt held the transfer positions in the 
second semi, but a crash involving both 
Arndt and Harsha brought the action to 
an early end. Harsha was transported to 
the University of Oregon Medical Cen- 
ter in Portland, Oregon, with a severe 
head injury. 

On a brighter note, rookie Expert 
Beau A. Brown, the third-place finisher, 
earned his first-ever National berth. 
Mayfield, Troy Rose and J.P. Simonsen 
were the final riders to make the 17- 
rider field out of the fourth semi. 

Hlebo, understandably pumped up 
about his heat-race win, pulled off a 
similar runaway act to lead Stanley, Fay 
and Simonsen in the six-rider, five-lap 
Dash for Cash. Stanley's untimely 
demise due to mechanical problems left 
Hlebo to score a win ahead of the veter- 
an Fay and Simonsen. 

"The bike is working really well 
tonight," said Hlebo. "It's running really 
strong, and this is my kind of track." 


600cc EXPERT 

Stanley got first pick of staging posi- 
tions on the front row by virtue of his 
win in the fastest heat race; he chose a 
spot right down the middle, one that he 
hoped would launch him out front of 
the 17-rider field on the slippery track. 

Stanley's gamble proved to be a good 
one: Though he trailed Fay on the open- 
ing lap, he ran ahead of Wilson, Hlebo, 
Annen and Mayfield at the flash of the 
green light. Hlebo quickly relegated 
Wilson to fourth, moving him up 
behind leaders Fay and Stanley. Stanley, 
though, would have to trail the 
Spanaway, Washington, rider for sever- 
al laps before making a move on the vet- 
eran that would stick. 

Once Stanley disposed of Fay, Fay 
was then faced with the advances of 
Hlebo, setting up a spectacular battle. 
Fisher, who charged from just inside of 


the top 10 to close in on the Hlebo/Fay 
clash in just five laps, joined in the battle 
to form a three-way struggle for the 
position. 

It proved to be too close-quartered 
for three riders, though, as Hlebo, who 
was making a move on Fay that would 
have moved the Californian into the sec- 
ond-place spot had he succeeded, 
instead wound up taking a trip over the 
bars, ending his fine ride and allowing 
Fisher to move up a position. 

Fisher then worked over Fay, making 
a pass on the veteran on the seventh lap. 
By this time, though, Stanley had 
checked out on the competition to final- 


ize his sweep of the two Nationals. 


Another impressive performance 
behind Fay was showcased by Annen, 
who ran fourth and narrowed the gap 
on Fay late in the final. Annen finished 
fourth behind Stanley, Fisher and Fay, 
but ahead of Mayfield; Mayfield fought 
off Wilson and Simonsen to score fifth. 

Wilson, the sixth-place finisher, 
equalled his performance of the 
Spokane round, finishing ahead of 
Simonsen, Price, Schnitzer and Waters, 
who rounded out the top 10. 

Kopp, Rose, Smith, lwanaga, Brown, 
Arndt and Hlebo finalized the order of 
the finish. 

Stanley, who took a break from the 
GNC Series, netted over $3000 for two 
nights of work. 

"There's no place like home," Stanley 
said. 


600cc PRO-AM 


Yamaha-mounted Mark Patterson 
posted his finest performance as a Pro- 
Am rider. After he pulled the holeshot 
in the 12-rider, 10-lap, 600cc Pro-Am 
final, he led Californian Rotax rider 
Matt Gomez and local Honda rider 
Frank Marker on the opening lap. 

Patterson enjoyed a slim lead until 
Gomez clawed his way into contention, 
finally getting around the Washington- 
ian for the lead. While Gomez would 
lead from that point on, Patterson 
stayed within striking distance of the 
leader to take second place ahead of 
Marker, who, with third place, also 
exhibited his best-ever finish. 

Todd Hagmann, who matched his 
performance of the night prior with 
fourth, led Californian Steve Hlebo, Pete 
Medcalf, Craig Bowman, Joe Lenz, 
George Prindiville and Bob Moran, who 
rounded out the top 10 in the final.

Stanley's. 
homecoming

CASTLE ROCK, WA, SEPT. 5 
n a cold, cloudy night, Washing- 
ton's Dan Stanley fought off slip- 
pery track conditions and also the 
looming advances from Oregon's Rex 
Fisher to convincingly score a win in the 
600cc Expert main event at the penulti- 
mate round of the AMA National Hot 
Shoe Series at the Castle Rock Raceway. 

The win was Stanley's first ever in 
National competition, something that had 
for many years eluded the Bellingham, 
Washington, rider who narrowly beat fel- 
low Northwesterners Fisher, from nearby 
Warren, Oregon, and fellow GNC con- 
tender Joe Kopp, who rounded out the 
podium finishers after a come-from- 
behind ride. 

"This feels so good," an elated Stanley 
said from the winner's circle. “I’ve waited 
so long for this. I’ve been close a couple of 
times and have even broke while leading 
one, but this is the best." 

Stanley initially followed Fisher during 
the early stages of the 25-lap main event, 
then he capitalized on an error by early 
leader Fisher to take the lead on the third 











lap, and then fended off all of Fisher's 
advances to take a narrow victory and the 
accompanying $1500 payoff. 

For Fisher’s second-place finish in 
the 17-rider field, the National number- 
12 plate holder took home nearly $1000 
from the purse. 

“I knew if I made a mistake that Danny 
would be right there," .Fisher said. "I 
missed a shift at the end of the straight- 
away, and the next thing I knew, he'd 
motored past me." 

Kopp's only Castle Rock appearance of 
1997 netted the Mica, Washington, rider 
$700, but it would be a short stay as he 
would have to bypass the final round in 
order to catch an 11:30 a.m. flight out of 
Seattle to attend the Syracuse, New York, 
National. While Kopp was pleased with 
his performance, the GNC veteran had 
high hopes prior to the event. 

"Sure, I wanted to win," Kopp said. 
“But I just can't get a start here. I told 
myself before the main that if the second- 
row guys didn't pass me, I'd be doing 
good. I thought that I was catching them 
(Stanley and Fisher), but I kept banging 
my pipe in the right-hander. That almost 
spit me off." 

Thirty-four 600cc Expert riders and 33 
600cc Pro-Am contestants were on hand 
for what would be the next-to-last round 
of the series. 

The Experts were split into four heat 
races in which the top two riders would 
go directly to the main event. The remain- 
ing riders would qualify by way of three 
semis that would net three riders from 
each the final tickets to the main event. 
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600cc EXPERT 

Fisher sat on the pole position, joined 
by Stanley, Mickey Fay, J.P. Simonsen, 
Kopp and Ron Waters in the first of the 
three rows for the 17-rider, 25-lap final. 

Fisher darted out front of Stanley at the 
start, followed by Simonsen, Fay, Waters, 
Jeff Harsha and Eli Price. The leaders, 
Fisher and Stanley, quickly established 
themselves by putting substantial ground 
ahead of the Fay /Simonsen battle that 
waged behind them for third, a position 
that Fay would control in the early stages 
after Simonsen clicked his Honda into 
neutral at the dogleg and threw it into the 
hay bales. 

Fay, though, would be dumped back a 
spot by Kopp, who got off the line in 
ninth but quickly ran through traffic to set 
his sights on Fisher, who led three laps 
but had yielded to Stanley after also miss- 
ing a shift. 

Fisher's error placed Stanley into a lead 
that he would not relinquish, one that 
would earn him his first National victory 
after fending Fisher off for the remainder 
of the race. Kopp's charge brought him to 
within striking distance of Fisher, netting 
him a popular third-place finish while 
maintaining equal ground on Fay, the 
fourth-place finisher. 

Annen, who ran sixth behind Waters 
for the majority of the race, made a move 
on the slippery track that would earn him 
fifth, while Waters finished sixth - his best 
National performance - ahead of John 
Hlebo III, Harsha, Christian Vernon and 
Lonny Kopp. 


Steve Mayfield, Del Schnitzer, Steve 
Arndt, Troy Rose, Steve Smith, Simonsen 
and Price rounded out the National field. 


600cc PRO-AM 


Tony Fox led the 12-rider, 10-lap final 
into turn one, but a pileup, in which Jeff 
Gabhart was injured, forced a restart. This 
allowed local rider Joshua Currey, who 
earlier had won one of the three heat 
races, to improve upon his start position 
by leading Matt Gomez (also a heat-race 
winner) and Beau Z. Brown in the final. 

Currey would lead from start to finish 
to win what would be his last ride as a 
Pro-Am, fighting off the rider who had 
been so dominant all week long during 
the Pro-Am portion of the AMA Wash- 
ington Speed Week, Gomez, who held on 
to place second. But the surprise perfor- 
mance came from Brown, who ran third 
in his first race as a Pro-Am rider. Todd 
Hagman, usually a front-runner in the 
class, finished fourth. Following Hag- 
mann were Frank Marker, Fox, Bob 
Moran, Joe Lenz and Craig Bowman. (N

Hedden opened up the third round 
with the only remaining perfect score, 
but fell prey to the quick-gating Kos- 
suth. Hedden tried every trick he knew 
to pass Kossuth but could not get past 
the smooth-riding veteran, despite 
almost taking them both out late in the 
race. Schwartz got his first win in the 
next ride, besting the struggling Hicks 
and Chad Felicio. Lucero got the best 
start in event 11, but could only watch 





in amazement as Venegas, Bast and, 
finally, Linn passed him, leaving him 
with his third consecutive pointless ride. 
Venegas got his second win, and the 
pre-race favorite, Bast, took second 
place, dropping, another championship 
point in the process. Sisemore took the 
final win of the third round, reeling in 
Kelly Bennett, who was off the starting 
line first but who eventually dropped 
off the pace and ended up last. Eddie 
Castro took second place. 

Sisemore made the most of back-to- 
back rides, as he took the three-point 
win over Hedden despite his insistent 
aggressiveness that, at one point, saw 
his front wheel inside the pole in an 
attempt to avoid slamming into Sise- 
more. Schwartz continued his subpar 
performance with a disqualification for 
touching the starting tapes after the rid- 
ers were staged. In the second heat of 
round four, Hicks got his first win of the 
night, taking over when race leader 


Lucero fell and collected yet another 
last-place finish. Bennett stayed ahead 
of Matt Becker to collect two points for 
second, his best finish of the event. Bast 
took a much-needed win in the next 
heat, and Castro shocked Kossuth and 
Venegas in event 16 when he brought 
the crowd to its feet with a spectacular 
outside swoop that carried the Ojai 
native to the win. Venegas held on to 
second, but Kossuth’s chances were 
dealt a severe blow when he fell and 
failed to gather any points. At the end of 
four rounds, Sisemore led the way with 
11 points out of a possible 12, while 
Venegas, Bast and Hedden were all tied 
at 10 points each. 

Hedden's chances for the champi- 
onship went down the drain in the first 
race of the final round, when the real 
Lucero decidéd to show up: He rode a 
quick gate to victory to score his only 
points of the meeting. Hedden held on 
to second place and tallied up 12 points 
for the night. Hedden's only chance lay 
in the hope that Venegas, Sisemore and 
Bast would drop points in the next two 
heats. Sisemore did drop a point when 
Venegas beat him in the next ride, but 
Bast held off Kossuth and Schwartz to 
force a three-way runoff for the title. 
Linn got into the victory column in the 
final scheduled heat and Castro got sec- 
ond, which pushed his event total to 10. 
That left Castro in a tie with Kossuth for 
fifth place overall. 

Sisemore drew the pole for the 
runoff, but it was Venegas who got the 
holeshot out of starting lane three. Bast 
got out of the blocks last, but managed 





to slide into second place when Sise- 
more parked slightly in turn four on the 
opening lap. Bast immediately went 
after Venegas, but Bast had the race 
dialed. 

“Man, I started (riding) here at 
Auburn and now I'm the state champ! I 
can't believe it," said the clearly over- 
whelmed Venegas. Bast finished sec- 
ond, and the final podium spot went to 
the luckless Sisemore, who actually 
rode well enough to win the event but 
came up short. Hedden finished one 
point out of the runoff and in fourth 
place. €N

TM's Allen Gravitt was all 
smiles at the finish line of the 
SETRA Armadillo Enduro, and 
he had good reason: He had just 
won the Armadillo Enduro for the sec- 
ond year in a row. But that wasn't the 
only reason Gravitt was smiling. He 
raced KTM's all-new 200 E/ XC Limited 
Edition and had a great time. 

“I rode good today - never had any 
problems, and F just love that bike,” 
Gravitt said. “T feel I can do anything on 
it; I can just throw it around. It really 
gives me a lot of confidence - maybe too 
much." 

Gravitt took the win with a two-point 
card. Steven Smith, who holds the num- 
ber-two spot in the SETRA series, fin- 
ished second overall with a three-point 
Joss and Franklin Ramey III, SETRA's 

rand champion, rounded out the top 
ree. Ramey had a few problems on the 
day, but still managed to drop just three 
points. 

The enduro was the opening round 
of the SETRA Enduro Series and was 
hosted by the Big Scrub Trail Riders out 
of Ocala, Florida. One word that pretty 
much describes races in Florida is 
"sand," and the Armadillo was no 
exception. The trails were sandy, with 
some sections quite deep, and whooped 
out in many areas. Racers were expect- 
ing tight, brutal sections, but the club 
decided to spare riders and instead used 
open trails connected by fast fire roads. 

ere were to be two long points-taking 
sections, but a federally endangered 
plant that was found in the area halted 
the use of the sections. Not many riders 
complained. 

At the start of the race, riders were 
greeted with pleasant temperatures and 
clear skies. A rainstorm in the area 
deposited rain everywhere in the forest 
except on the course, so it was going to 
be dusty. The club placed eight check- 
points throughout the trail to time the 
riders, but faster trails and the use of 
two-track trails had most of the faster 
riders zeroing all of the checks but one. |

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It was a race where you really had to 
watch your clock. 

The first check was at 6.80 miles and 
was a going-in check to a 11.2-mile sec- 
tion. The fast guys stayed on time, but 
the average score was a one-point loss. 
Check four came after a few jeep roads 
at 26 miles, and quite a bit of controver- 
sy surrounded this check as quite a few 
riders, including AA rider Ashley Brew- 
er, burned the check. The club checked 
the mileage and found everything to be 
in order. 

The gas stop was located on a power- 
line road at the 30-mile mark. 250cc A 
rider Jason Chancey held the lead on his 
KTM with the best tie-breaker score. 
Chancey zeroed the check and came in 
29 seconds into his minute at the tie- 
breaker check. Fellow 250cc A rider 
David Baxley was in second after com- 
ing in 28 seconds into his minute, and 
another 250cc A rider, Steve Saunders, 
came in at 25 seconds into his minute. 
The AA riders followed, with Smith and 
Ramey with 21 second scores and 
Gravitt with 16. At the gas stop, it 
looked like the 250cc A riders were tak- 
ing charge. 

There was a reset followed by a 
check at 39.60 miles and check six, at 
43.6 miles, saw almost everyone on 
time. This was a going-in check for the 
toughest section of the day and was the 
only real points-taker. The section was 
almost 6 miles long, but it was first-gear 
tight with brief stretches where riders 
could open up into second gear. The 
temperature had risen into the low 90s 
by now, and that would play a major 
factor with some riders. MSR-backed 
Gravitt really cranked the 200 up in the 
tight stuff and dropped the lowest score 
through the section with a 2:42. Moose- 
backed Smith had the second-best score 
with a 3:01. 

“1 just rode as best as I could," Smith 
said. "It was a fun race. A good first 
race, but I wish I would have cranked it 
up a little more in that tight section." 

Ramey had the third-best score with 
a 3:03. 

"They (the promoting club) really 
didn't have enough points-taking sec-

tions for me," Ramey said. "I mean, one 
tough section isn't enough for an 
enduro, but I suppose they did the best 
they could." 

250cc A rider Saunders rode his RM 
to a 3:14 time, securing him first in the 
class. Chancey took the runner-up spot 
with а 3:54. — 

Check number eight, at 55.20 miles, 
checked the riders into the last section of 
the day, which was almost 16 miles 
long. The trail was mostly fast with two- 
track to break it up. Once again, the fast 
guys zeroed the section. If you did get 
behind, there were enough jeep roads to 
help you catch back up. Everyone just 
cooled off in the last section and had 
fun. 

“I just can't say enough about the 
bike (the KTM 200),” said Gravitt about 
his winning ride. “I just have a lot of fun 
riding it. I can’t wait to get to South Car- 
olina next weekend and ride it on some 
hard ground.” €N

ichard Lafferty used a flawless 
ride to break a string of ECEA 
enduro overall victories posted 
C ÛÛ by series points leader Fred 
Hoess, claiming top honors at the 1997 
Beehive Enduro. Earning his second 
Grand Champion trophy of the season, 
Lafferty bested series rivals Hoess, who 
retired with mechanical problems on the 
final A-only loop, and Richard's brother 
Jack, who finished in his all-too-familiar 
runner-up slot. 

“I had one of those remarkable days 
where everything went right," Lafferty 
said. "My KTM's motor was barking 
and its suspension seemed to be set per- 
fect for the terrain." Of course, that's lit- 
tle surprise, as the entire Lafferty clan 
hails from nearby Port Elizabeth, just a 
few miles up the river. 

This year's running saw absolutely 
ideal race-day weather conditions with 
cool morning temperatures around the 
60-degree mark and a daytime high that 
might have just tipped 80. One potential 
question mark, however, was the condi- 
tion of the course's lowlands. More than 
a foot of rain fell locally on the Wednes- 
day night/Thursday morning prior to 
the event. Fears of potentially flooded 
trail conditions were all for naught, 
however, as this watering actually made 
things just about perfect, with nice, firm, 
berm-building loam and a complete 
absence of dust. The only trade-offs 
were a couple of extra mudholes and 
some minor rutting in the lower sec- 
tions, none of which proved too haz- 
ardous. 

Nearly 350 entrants lined up for the 
start, located a little way down the road 
from the Mauricetown Fire House. CDR 
trailbosses planned the usual three-loop 
romp through the mostly open, decidu- 
ous forest of second-growth pine. and 
gnarly laurel patches of the Cumberland 
County countryside. Each loop con-

tained a single points-taking section and 
ended with a known control, providing 
additional free time coming into and 
departing each gas stop. A combination 
of previously run and fresh trail sections 
made for a good riding rhythm that 
proved to be way too much fun at non- 
timekeeping speeds. 

After the obligatory blacktop connec- 
tors leading from town and some minor 
woods trail to warm things up, the first 
section began with a check-in, some 20 
miles into the ride. The 4-mile section 
was run at 18 mph and ended with an 
emergency check-out just before the first 
gas stop. As has been the norm at Bee- 
hive Enduros for years, tight scoring 
would find riders separated by seconds, 
with those who make the card flips 
doing well, while those who don't end 
up frustrated and disappointed. This 
first section proved that this was to be 
the case on the day as well, as top riders 
all completed the section within a 20-to- 
30-second span, while the lucky ones 
were deep into the four-minute range. 


This group included Rich and Jack Laf-. 


ferty, Frank Vanaman and Mike Moore, 
who posted a section-best 4 / 255. 
Shortly after the check-out was the 


first gas stop. Most riders cut the 30- 


minute gas-stop break short to soak up 
the free time out of the gas stop; the free 
time was extended to nearly four miles, 
due to an oddball 13 mph speed aver- 
age. This continued for approximately 
eight miles, ending with a speed change 
to 24 and an ensuing check-in. 

The second-loop special test provid- 
ed a short, 3-mile section with a secret 
check-out, again just prior to the second 
gas stop. Rich Lafferty and streaking 
250cc A pilot Dwayne Shirk set bench- 
mark two-point scores through the sec- 
tion, while a boatload of top riders 
trailed with three points down. 

Another 30-minute respite was fol- 
lowed by more blasting free time out of 
the gas stop. Soon afterward, riders 
were checked into another points-taker, 
this time a lengthy section that made 


use of some gnarly trail originally cut 
for an Expert-only test. Run at 24 mph, 
the tight sections - hewn through stands 
of tall mountain laurel, as well as sever- 
al minor swamp crossings - took their 
toll at the emergency check-out. Here, 
the Lafferty boys and Moore posted 
fives, Jack Jr. getting the nod with a sec- 
tion-best 5/303. After the checkout, the 
loop split, with B-, C- and specialty-class 
riders riding connectors back to the fire- 
house, while A and AA riders headed 
off to a start control and the much-antic- 
ipated A-only loop. 

Prior to the A loop, Rich Lafferty 
held a slim one-point advantage over 
competitors Moore, Jack Lafferty and 
Hoess, 11 points to 12. Frank Vanaman 
remained in the hunt with 13 points 
showing on his card, while a handful of 
long shots trailed with 14-point cards. 
What was in store for A riders was a 12- 
mile section of fresh trail cut into sec- 
ond-growth timberlands of several over- 
grown gravel pits that would 
undoubtedly decide the race. Short, 
steep hill crossings, off-camber trails 
and acute switchbacks all served to slow 
speeds well below the scheduled 24 
mph speed average. At one point, the 
trail burst out onto a paved road for a 
200-yard sprint down the closed-course 
blacktop - which wasn't the ticket for 
motor longevity after slogging through 
the tight stuff for several miles. This pre- 
cipitated motor trouble for some - most 
notably ECEA points leader Hoess, as 
he stuck his motor with a seized crank 
shortly thereafter. Riders soldiered on 
through technical trail, finally coming to 
a midloop emergency check some six 
miles in. Things opened up just a tad 
through the back half, although a couple 
of tricky mudholes proved trouble for 
some. | 

The event ended with another emer- 
gency check and, when the dust settled, 
Rich Lafferty showed how bad he really 
wanted it, smoking through the loop 
while collecting eight- and 12-point 
scores at the midpoint and end checks, 
respectively, for a total of 20 through the 
section. This added an exclamation 
point to his somewhat tenuous lead 
going into the section and another Over- 
all trophy to the Lafferty collection, to 
boot. Bill Atkinson, attempting to over- 
come à so-so morning ride, roosted in a 
point behind Richard, going 9-12 and 
actually posting the fastest time at the 
final check-out, a near 50-second margin 
over winner Lafferty. TM125-mounted 
Jeff Kirchner showed his mettle, going 
9-13, while a host of other riders, includ- 
ing Moore, Vanaman, Dwayne Shirk 
and Jack Lafferty posted 914 scores. The 
A riders then made their way back to 
the firehouse, where cards were collect- 
ed at an observation check. 

Results were tallied and posted in a 
timely manner, with none of the diffi- 
culties that have plagued recent Beehive 
Enduros. Richard Lafferty graciously 
accepted the Grand Champion honors 
on the merit of his 31-point card, while 
lauding the performance of his KTM. 
Jack Lafferty. Jr. and Moore each fin- 
ished 35 points down, with Jack earning 
the second overall seeding based on 
emergency points in spite of several hel- 
lacious crashes experienced during the 






ride. Moore filled out the podium in 
third overall. Atkinson, Kirchner and 
Vanaman each posted 36-point finishes. 
Atkinson used a strong A-loop showing 
to claim fourth overall, while Kirchner 
and Vanaman finished fifth and sixth 
overall, respectively. Top A-class honors 
again went to a high-flying Shirk, who 
piloted his KX250 to the High Point tro- 
phy with a score of 36. The HPA runner- 
up two points behind was XR400 rider 
Mark Hummel. 

In other classes, Vet-class rider 
Andrew Bradway posted good num- 
bers, earning the High Point B prize 
handily, 14 points down on the abbrevi- 
ated course. Paul Biting was his closest 
threat, finishing three points behind at 
17. Top C-class scores were all found in 
the 250cc C class. KX250 rider Wayne 
Vadermark earned the High Point C 
honors by dropping 19 points. C-class 
rivals Lew Charlesworth, Eric Reeves, 
Mike Sharp and Chris Vecchione were 
the High Point C runner-ups on the day, 
each finishing 22 points down. Dan Van 
Driel edged out Joe Galie Sr. by a point 
for the Masters-class win, while Kathi 
Campbell prevailed over a well-attend- 
ed Women’s class. Chris Nolan and Pete 
Wright were top finishers in the Trail 
and Dual Sport classes, respectively. €N

It was the second running of the 
Hoot Owl, but you'd never guess it was 
the same course. The previous race, 
which was held in the spring, was noth- 
ing but mud and ruts. With the dry 
summer and a few course changes, it 
was a completely different scene on the 
10-mile course that was dry as a bone, 
with only one mudhole. Sections that 
were previously impossible were now 
dry and rocky. Areas that were previ- 
ously underwater were now fast, dusty 
straightaways. 

Nine riders lined up on the AA row 
and the start sent them around a small 
field section before heading up a hill 
and over a ledge. They were then fun- 
neled through two rock walls before 
crossing over a dirt road and into the 
woods. When the flag dropped, it was 
Team Green's Patrick Timothy grabbing 
the holeshot. Right behind him in a 
cloud of dust were Todd Levesque, Josh 
McLevy, Jason Cayer, Tom Norton and 
Ken Law. Cayer went down on the first 
stone wall, turning fourth place over to 
KTM's Norton. Timothy's lead didn't 
last half a mile before he also went 
down, allowing | Moose/Scott's 
Levesque to take over the lead. 

By the time the riders completed the 
first 4-mile section and crossed back 
over the dirt road and through the start- 
ing field, it was an all-out battle between 
the top five riders. Levesque still had 
the lead with only a few seconds over 
Spectro / Link-sponsored McLevy, Nor- 
ton, Law and Timothy. They weren't far 
into the second section before the lead- 





ers began changing places. McLevy was 
the first to fall back, pinging off a rock, 
which allowed Norton and Law to move 
ahead. With the riders so close together, 
any little mistake meant a position. Nor- 
ton discovered this when he blew a cor- 
ner in a cornfield and Law slid by and 
into second place. 

At the end of the first lap, it was 
Levesque leading, followed by Law, Nor- 
ton and McLevy, who were all separated 
by only 10 seconds. Levesque pulled in 
for gas, moving Law to the lead, with 
Norton only three seconds back. 
Levesque pitted quickly and was able to 
get back out just ahead of the fourth- 
place rider, McLevy. Timothy was back 
another 30 seconds in fifth place. 

Law and Norton had pulled a few 
seconds on the rest of the lead pack 
when Law got sideways on a hillclimb 
and ended up coming back down the 
hill - in Norton's line. The two avoided 
crashing, but Levesque was allowed 
enough time to catch and pass both rid- 
ers, once again taking over the lead. 
Norton made it out right behind 
Levesque, followed by McLevy and then 
Law. 

"I got right on Levesque and started 
pressuring him," Norton said. "At the 
only mudhole, Levesque went in and 
almost endoed. I went over the bridge 
and got by him - just barely.” 

The two hung together for a few 
miles; then Norton’s bike kicked up a 
piece of log that went into Levesque’s 
front spokes, taking him down and 
knocking out a few spokes in the 
process. By the end of the second lap, 
Levesque had dropped back to third, 10 
seconds behind McLevy in second place. 
Norton then moved out in front and put 
20 seconds on McLevy. Law was hold- 
ing on to fourth place, but was falling 
off the pace and starting to get pressure 
from Timothy. 


Timothy caught and passed Law for 
fourth halfway into the third lap, and 
put more than a minute on him by the 
end of the lap. Norton was also moving 
out front, increasing his lead over 
McLevy to over 30 seconds. Levesque 
was still in third place, down only 10 
seconds to McLevy. 

After just under two hours of racing, 
it was Norton taking the overall win 
with a one-minute cushion over second- 
placed McLevy. Third place went to 
Timothy after passing Levesque only 
100 yards from the scoring barrels. 

“I could hear him behind me but I fig- 
ured we were so close to the end, he’d 
never be able to pass me,” Levesque said 
after the race. “But I slid out in the final 
corner and he passed me.” | 

Law rounded out the top five. Tak- 
ing the Expert-Class win and finishing 
eighth overall was Open Expert rider 
Ken Valentine. Hans Neff, 125cc 


_Expert rider, also finished in the top 


10, taking ninth for the day, as well as 
the 125cc Expert class win. Yamaha 
125 rider Brian Lawson took second in 
the 125cc class. In the Amateur divi- 
sion, it was Chris Penzella taking the 
overall victory. 

The Juniors ran two laps on the com- 
plete course earlier in the day, and Drew 
Carpenter once again showed his win- 
ning form by taking the class win with 
40 seconds over second place. Derek 
Phelps and Nathan Kanney battled it 
out right to the finish line, with Phelps 
taking second place by only three sec- 
onds. Boyd Brower came around to fin- 


ish another 20 seconds back in fourth. CN

The first Trans-Cal series started 16 
years ago at the infamous Saddleback 
Park and drew some good talent, as 
Broc Glover and David Bailey battled 
for the 250cc Pro honors, and rookies 
Ron Lechien and Troy Blake tried to 
show Jim Gibson the fast way around 
the race track in the 125cc Pro division.

With the stage set, the all-important 
second moto looked to be shaping up as 
a battle between 19 of the best 125cc 
intermediates and Billy Payne. With the 
pressure on, Payne did not disappoint: 
He put the familiar number 95 out front 
at the start and wasted little time in easi- 
ly outdistancing the field en route to a 
hands-down, runaway victory over 
South African Michel Constantinou, 
Larry Turner, Labrador and rising star 
Michael Collier. 

Mini champ Chris Gosselaar made 
the jump from the minicycle ranks to the 
125cc class and found the going to be 
more bumpy than he expected after he 


found himself being bounced around 


like a human tennis ball by some of the 
class regulars. Gosselaar finished 10th 
overall after posting a 5-11 showing.

KTM Pee Wee 
racers topped the charts in the 50cc (4-6) 
and (7-8) classes. Kyle Smith, a 10- 
month veteran of the Pee Wee ranks, 
took his first-ever Trans-Cal victory in 
the 50cc (4-6) class. | 

^We have been on the fast track the 
last 10 months," said Mike Smith, Kyle's 
dad. "We have been to Texas, Vegas, 
Ponca City and Loretta Lynn's in our 
first year of racing. Kyle has sure 
learned a lot." 

Smith rode with a maturity well 
beyond his 10 months of racing and 
went on to a double-moto victory over 
Dustin Pipes and Ronnie Goodwin.

faced off in the older (7-9) division, 


with Terzian coming out the winner 
by way of a double-moto victory. 
Seely rode hard in both motos but 
seemed a bit off. "Cole's been riding 
his KX60 a lot, and he is rusty on the 
Pee Wee," said his father, Jeff Seely. 
Terzian and Seely topped Myles Nall, 
Billy Ballestero and David Medina for 
the day's top spots. 

Sean Hamblin had his ups and 
downs in the mini classes. Hamblin had 
the highs of a two-moto sweep of the 
80cc (14-16) division over the FMF- 
backed Honda of Daniel Blair and Team 
Yamaha's Jonathan Shimp. Hamblin 
then felt the lows of a crash-riddled 
Supermini class, where he posted a dis- 
appointing 8-3 for sixth overall, behind 
Mike Blose, Chris Tocco, Ross Garcia, 
Shimp and runaway winner Mike 
Young. 

Ross Garcia, Dylan Lord and Mike 
Blose were head-and-shoulders better 
than the rest of the field of the 80cc (12- 
13) riders as they simply stole the show 
and raced among themselves for top 
honors. In the end, Garcia shined 
brighter and took his R&D Racing 
Yamaha to a pair of moto victories over 
hard-charging Team Green mini ace 
Dylan Lord.

Tony Amaradio 
won the first moto after passing Lytle 
early on, and then crashed dcn he 
cased a double jump. Amaradio went on 


for the eventual win, while Walters 
charged from outside the top five to 
secure second at the finish. 

The second moto saw Walters come 
back with both barrels loaded and blast- 
ed away for the moto and overall victo- 
ry over Preston and Lytle. 

Career Novice racer Jerry Jetton came 
out on top of the Vet Novice class after 
two heated battles with Pat Monohan. 
Jetton, who is competing in his seventh 
season as a Novice, finished second 
behind Monohan in the first moto, but 
returned to take the overall by winning 
the second moto. Robert Field raced for 
the first time since breaking his leg and 
posted a solid third, despite feeling a bit 
out of shape and somewhat sore from 
his injury. 

Joe Root continued to show his abili- 
ty to improve after a convincing victory 
in the Over 40 Amateur class. Root, who 
was last year's Trans-Cal Over 40 
Novice champion, used good starts and 
consistent riding to earn the class win in.

» harley Bogard stayed ahead of a 

' gate of 39 250cc Pros all the way 
\ „to the winner's circle at the third 
annual Suzuki RM Cup, held at 
Guy Cooper's Cooperland MX facility. 
Bogard then repeated his efforts in the 
125cc Pro event, which had to be scaled 
down by two division races and conso- 
lations. 

Almost 400 entrants, including riders 
from 33 states and Canada, made up the 
format for the two-day event, with prac- 
tice and qualifying heats on Saturday 
and then the consolations and main 
events on Sunday. 

In the 250cc race, Bogard gated 
fourth but powered his American 
Suzuki / ЕМЕ / MSR-RM into the lead 
while exiting the off-camber first turn. 
From there, he held his ground all the 
way to the checkered flag. 

“1 really felt good about my RM250,” 
Bogard said. "I haven't had much 
opportunity to race it this year. Once I 
took the lead, I kept focused." 

Tony Lorusso gated third and chased 
Josh Demuth for half the race before 
passing for the number-two spot. 

“I caught Josh (Demuth) over a step- 
up jump coming out of the back," said 
Lorusso at the finish. "I actually over- 
jumped the step-up and outlanded him 
for the pass." 

"I was really happy to see Charley 
Bogard out front and putting on a good 
show," said the event's host, Guy Coop- 
er 





The 125cc Pro event had both Bogard 
and Brian Deegan race up the hill to the 
first turn, with Deegan emerging out of 
the corner first. Immediately, both riders 


charged the course, showing no mercy 
to the jumps and turns as they roosted 
the competition. It was during lap three 
that Bogard twisted it up and passed 
Deegan for the lead, which he held to 
the finish. 

In the meantime, Lorusso raced up 
on Deegan to challenge for second, 
while a battle ensued between Demuth 
and Rick Ryan. By the end of lap four, 
Bogard already had a four-second lead 
on the pack. Ryan passed Demuth on 
the downhill straightaway, while Lorus- 
so closed in on Deegan. 

It came down to a bar-to-bar contest 
for second when Deegan and Lorusso 
headed into the first creek crossing. Dee- 
gan pulled on Lorusso just a fraction at 
the exit, but Lorusso did not give an 
inch, staying on Deegan's rear tire. On 
the sixth lap, Lorusso raced high on the 
off-camber finish-line turn with Deegan 
at his side. Lorusso edged in front of 
Deegan to take over the number-two 
spot. 

"Deegan was really going fast the 
first two laps," Bogard said at the finish. 
"The track was really good, and I had a 
lot of fun with it, and it seemed to really 
fit my style." 

“Charley rode really good this week- 
end," said Deegan. "It ended up being a 
good battle. Basically, I was just holding 
it on and seeing where I was landing to 
make up any time I could to stay in 
front of him." 

The best Vet-class racing was pro- 
duced by the 31-rider-strong Vet Ama- 
teur event. Georgia's Greg Roberts 
took the holeshot and led into lap two 
before local rider Greg Brown passed 
him for the lead. Roberts stayed close 
to Brown, but hard-charging Vance 
Earl and Tim Eggers were coming up 
quickly from behind. Eggers used the

next lap to pass both Earl and Roberts, 
and then he set his sights on Brown. 
Brown held off Eggers into the next 
lap, as Eggers was reeling in the leader 
in a consistent manner. Eggers 
attached himself to Brown's rear fend- 
er as their battle headed into the fifth 
lap. Eggers passed Brown for the lead 
and Brown could not keep up. Instead, 
Earl took advantage of the tiring 
Brown and passed him on the final lap 
for second. Brown still finished on the 
podium in third. 

"After I gated about seventh, I just 
went for it," Earl said. 

"I gated about eighth and really 
didn't expect the lines to open up for me 
like that," a winded Eggers said from 
the winner's circle. 

Dusty Fountain raced at the head of 
the class in the 80cc (14-15) class, estab- 
lishing a five-second lead by the mid- 
way point. 

"I got a good start and kept my head 
on straight," Fountain said. 

Greg Hochmuth gated second and 
held his position until the last lap, when 
Casey Barnes made one of his repeated 





pass attempts stick and snagged second 
overall. Hochmuth took a disappointed 
third. 

Travis Pastrana made his win in the 
125cc B event look easy. Jason McDon- 
ald raced in second to beat third-place 
finisher Nick Metcalf, while Californians 
Oscar Valdez and Jerrad Frisher round- 


ed out the top five. CN

5 
eteran Kiwi Sidehack rider Peter 
` Lewis teamed up with American 
Jamie Macy to win the 1997 U.S. 
National Speedway Sidecar Cham- 
pionship for their Mission Yamaha 
sponsor at the Fast Fridays speedway 
oval on the Gold Country Fairgrounds 

in Auburn. 

The New Zealand team of Duane 
Carmont and Richard Taling was strong 
throughout the event, but fell two points 
off the perfect pace set by Lewis and 
Macy and had to settle for second place. 
Kiwis dominated the podium spots, as 
third place went to the team of Chubby 
Morrow and Slip Chapman, who fin- 
ished just a single point shy of second 
place, despite operating on a borrowed 
bike in their last heat. 

Although the sidecars circle the track 
in the opposite direction of their speed- 
way-bike counterparts, the sidecar 
championship points system works the 
same: four rigs per heat, with three 
points to the winner, two for second 
place, one for third and zero for last. 

Lewis and Macy opened the first 
round with a perfect gate, leaving the 
911 team of Struan Glass and Deion 
Stokes to battle with Clyde Dennen and 
Scott Cole for second place. Dennen and 
Cole moved clear in the second lap and 
took the two points for second place. In 
the second heat, Dirk Gardner and 
Doug Lynch got out of the starting lanes 
first but got moved back to second place 
when the Kiwi team of Morrow and 
Chapman moved them off the inside 
line in lap number two. T-shirt barons 
Carmont and Taling owned the final 
heat of the opening round when they 
went wire to wire on their Fitzgerald 





Pub/ Technic Leathers/ Cycle Rider / 
Bikers Dream Honda. Bob Brayton and 
Parke Weaver followed in second, while 
third place went to Allen Hall and Dirk 
Votaw. 

Glass and Stokes jumped out to the 
early lead in the first heat of round two, 
only to have Brayton and Weaver take 
the front-running spot away from them 
down on the inside line as the pair of 
teams exited turn two in the opening 
lap. The Jeff Carr/Mike Moreno team 
scored its only points of the meeting 
when it took starter Mark Joiner’s check- 
ered flag for third place. 

“I knew whoever wins the second 
heat of round two would win the 
night,” said Richard Taling, and he was 
right: Lewis and Macy won the battle 
over Taling and his driver, Duane Car- 
mont, to maintain their perfect score. 
The American team of Dirk Gardner 
and Doug Lynch were first away at the 
start, but were displaced from the lead 
by Lewis and Macy before one revolu- 
tion was complete. Carmont and Taling 
got a poor start but quickly made up for 
lost time,. following Lewis and Macy 
inside Gardner and Lynch and then 
attacking the triple seven of Lewis and 
Macy to assume the lead at the end of 
lap two. Lewis and Macy would have 
none of it and they bullied their way 
forward again, retaking the lead at the 
three-lap mark, Meanwhile, Gardner 
and Lynch had won the battle for third 
over Morrow and Lynola, and were still 
within striking distance of the leaders 
when the laws of physics intervened - 
they couldn’t contain their momentum 
in the final turn and ended up spinning 
in turn three with no points. 

Hall and Votaw rode the Sammy 
Tanner-Arai/ Mesa Muffler / Technic 
Leathers/3 Brothers Kawasaki to the 
win to close out the second round, win-

ning despite trading the lead with Den- 
nen and Cole on two occasions. Czech 
driver Josef Petraglovic teamed with 
former speedway rider Brian Seip to 
take third place. After two rounds, 
Lewis and Macy led the way with six 
points, the Brayton/Weaver and Car- 
mont/ Taling teams were each one point 
back with five, and the Hall/Votaw, 
Morrow / Chapman and Dennen/ Cole 
teams were at four points apiece. 
Morrow and Chapman got back to 
winning in the third-round opener 
when they took the lead from the begin- 
ning, holding off a serious challenge 
from Gardner and Lynch that saw one 
of the closest finishes of the night. Hall 
and Votaw were third, and fourth went 
to Glass and Stokes, who garnered their 
first goose egg of the meeting. Lewis 
and Macy took their third win of the 
night in the next heat, as Dennen and 
Cole maintained a close vigil but could 
find no way around the dialed-in triple 
seven and settled for second place. The 
closing ride of round three featured 
Brayton and Weaver in battle with Car- 
mont and Tailing - both teams sat on 
five points coming into the round and 
didn't want to fall any further back of 
Lewis and Macy at this point in the 
night. Brayton and Weaver got the 
holeshot, but Carmont and Taling got 
another poor start and had to contend 


with spoilers Petraglovic and Seip, who : 


got off the blocks in a hurry and were 
running in second behind Brayton and 
Weaver. By the end of the second lap, 
Carmont and Taling had bumped their 
way around Petraglovic and Seip, and 
were sitting on the rear bumper of Bray- 
ton and Weaver. As the two teams made 
their way toward the checkered flag, 
Carmont drove his rig deep into the 
final turn and took the good inside line 
away from Brayton and Weaver - as 


well as the three points and the win. 
Lewis and Macy's lead stood at nine 
points, one ahead of Carmont and Tal- 
ing and two ahead of the 
Brayton / Weaver and Morrow / Chap- 
man teams. 

Dennen and Cole were in first place 
when the first heat of the fourth round 
ran through the first set of turns, but 
Marrow and Chapman had the better 
low line and pushed through to the 
front to stay by the close of lap two. 
Dennen and Cole had their fourth 
straight second-place finish. 
Glass/Stokes battled handling prob- 
lems and strolled across the line in third 
place. The team of Brayton and Weaver 
missed the start with mechanical ills 
and saw their championship total drop 
five points off the pace. Lewis and 
Macy continued to forge ahead with 
their perfect score, taking a win on their 
Mission Yamaha/Cycle Rider /Conti- 
nental Radiator Yamaha over Hall and 
Votaw and the Petraglovic/Seip team. 
Gardner and Lynch got their first win of 
the meeting in the next heat, taking 
valuable points from Carmont and Tal- 
ing in the process. Gardner and Lynch 
assumed the initial lead, only to have 
the Carmont/ Taling team take the lead 
back on lap two. Gardner and Lynch 
then pulled out all their tricks, staying 
within a few feet of the front-runners 
and then pulling out a daring last-lap 
pass that netted them the one-bike- 
length win. With one round still to go, 
Lewis and Macy had increased their 
slim points lead to two over the Car- 
mont/Taling and Morrow / Chapman 
teams, 12-10. 

For the fourth straight time, the Kiwi 
team of Carmont and Taling got out- 
gated at the start, only to come back this 
time to claim the win ahead of Petra- 
glovic and Seip and original race leaders 
Glass and Stokes. Carmont and Taling 
finished their night's work with 13 
points and had to sit back and hope that 
someone could knock off Lewis and 
Macy in their final heat. 

But Lewis and Macy put all the upset 
speculation to rest in the next heat, tak- 
ing the start and the three-point win 
against the Gardner/Lynch and 
Hall/Votaw teams. Glenn McClellan 
and Chris Jones broke into the winner's 
column in the final heat, and in the 
process they relegated Morrow and 
Chapman to the runner-up spot, which 
pushed them to 12 points for the event. 
Morrow and Chapman finished in the 
third spot overall, despite having to ride 
the Gardner/Lynch rig after their own 
ride came up with a flat tire. 

With their perfect score, the team of 
Peter Lewis and Jamie Macy were 
crowned as the 1997 U.S. National 
Speedway Sidecar Champions, an honor 
that Peter Lewis also shared with Craig 
Dempster when they rode together in 
the 1989 season. 

"Two years ago, we hit the wall in 
our first ride and it messed us up all 
night," the pleased Peter Lewis said 
after the race as he sipped his victory 
champagne. "I watched the video of that 
race before we came up here and, after I 
saw the shape of the track during the 
introductions, I knew what gear to run, 
and it sure worked out good for us." €N

t was a full plate of racing at Costa 
| Speedway Saturday night as 

Charlie Venegas won the Scratch main 
and Mike Faria won the Handicap main. 
There was a very special appearance by 
the "Legends of Speedway," the riders 
from the past who helped shape the face 
of speedway in the United States. There 
was also a solemn moment in deference 
to the British riders. The Union Jack flew 
alongside the American flag, and both 
were at half-staff in tribute to Princess 
Diana. A moment of silence and a beau- 
tiful rendition of the National Anthem 
sung by Heather Newby got the racing 
under way. 

The lineup for the Handicap main 
had Johnny Walker and Kon Baur on 
the 10-yard line; Ackroyd had the 30 all 
to himself, and Venegas and Andy 
Northrup were on the 40. Veterans 
Bobby Schwartz, Gary Hicks and Faria 
had the 50 and the longest way to go. At 
the first attempt at a start, Northrup and 
Walker tangled in turn one with two 
laps in the book. Since they could not 
assign blame, all were allowed to restart 
- but the start was a staggered one. On 
the second try, it was Baur again out in 
front, with Ackroyd second and Vene- 
gas a very dangerous third. Faria was 
working the dirt outside the groove and 
taking the long way around. It worked - 
and, in a photo finish at the checkered 
flag, Faria won the main by an eyelash. 
Ackroyd was second, with Hicks steal- 
ing third, getting under Venegas on the 
last lap. 

The Scratch side of the program had 
Bart Bast and Faria going one-two in the 
first heat. Brad Oxley and Schwartz 
moved into the semi in the second heat, 
topping Lance King and Rick Pearce. 
King was doing double duty, as he was 
also riding on the Legends side of the 
program. Ed Castro and Steve Furman 
eliminated themselves in heat three 
when they both got into the tapes and 
were disqualified. Reigning National 
Champ Steve Lucero went wire to wire 
. to transfer up, with Shawn McConnell 
getting the other spot. The final heat had 
Hicks and Venegas in total domination, 
earning spots in the semi. 

Venegas cut a great gate in the first of 
the Scratch semis, and that was all he 
needed to hold off Bast, who was work- 
ing the outside of the track for every- 
thing it was worth. McConnell was 
down low, trying to get enough of a 
drive to get the direct transfer, but it 
was Bast at the checkered flag, and 
McConnell would get one more shot in 
the last-chance qualifier, along with 
Oxley. In a night of photo finishes, the 
last semi went down to the wire 
between Schwartz, who had led from 
the get-go, and Faria. The nod went to 
Faria by the closest of margins. Both 
would have another chance at each 
other in the Scratch main. 

There was one more spot to be filled 
and this last-chance qualifier could've

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been a main event anywhere. Oxley 
drew the pole, with Lucero in two. 
McConnell had three, with Hicks on the 
outside in four. McConnell took a gam- 
ble and lost as he tried to get an edge 
and anticipate the gate. He got into the 
tapes and was out. The second try had 
Lucero read the gate perfectly, and that 
was all he needed to get out first and fill 
the final slot. Lucero was on a mission, 
as he had lost the state championships 
the night before in Auburn to Venegas 
when he had bike problems. 

Schwartz drew the pole for the 
Scratch main, with Bast in two. Faria was 
in the middle of the track in three and 


Venegas and Lucero were in four and 


five. Venegas literally launched himself 
off the line and the “Master of the Gate,” 
Schwartz, was right behind him. Bast 
was third and Faria was working the 
outside. Unfortunately, nothing changed 
and the win went to Venegas, who had 
really put together a dynamite weekend, 
winning on both ends of the state. 

Brian Thompson was glad he made 
the trip down from Bakersfield: He won 
the Support main, topping Charlie Coo- 
ley and Tim Tucker. 

Mike McCarthy won the crash-filled 
Support B main, and the only other two 
to finish were Don Upton and Peter 
Curtis. 

The Legends brought their own spe- 
cial brand of racing to Costa Mesa. The 
first match-up had Lance King and Rick 
Miller on vintage JAPs. They battled 
back and forth, both having a lot of 
trouble making these ill-mannered bikes 
turn. King led for three laps but, unfor- 
tunately, the race was four laps, and on 
the final turn King went too high and 
Miller got underneath for the win. 

Dubb Ferrell and Sonny Nutter were 
the friendly rivals in the second match, 


. and they were riding newer equipment. 


Ferrell did have to borrow some 
leathers, as somewhere down the line 
his had gotten a little too snug. These 
two swapped the lead every lap, but it 
was Ferrell who got the checkered. 

Don Odom retired last year at the 
National with a bitter taste in his mouth. 
His final night of racing was cut short 


when he crashed into the first-turn wall. 
He was matched against Schwartz. It 
didn't seem fair but, after a shaky start, 
Odom showed the style that made him 
one of the best - and he came away with 
the win. 

The final match-up was Pat Holley 
and Steve Colombo, and in this one it 
was Holley all the way. €N

Hurricane 
Gilmore 
rips 
Midwest

he second annual Midwest Youth 
T osos Championship turned 

into a hometown romp for local 
hotshot Cody Gilmore, who won four 
titles at the Chrome Horse of Spencer- 
sponsored event. More than 225 entries 
were tallied from four states for the 
"kids only" race held at J&K Raceway. 
Had it not been for a mechanically 
induced DNF in the 60cc Open class, the 
PJ1/MSR-backed Gilmore would have 
taken home a fifth title. 







The Midwest Championship, the 
brainchild of Tator and Melodie 
Gilmore, was organized as a forum for 
the best from the Midwest and beyond 
to showcase their talent and compete for 
enormous National Championship-cal- 
iber trophies. 

In addition to Gilmore's aforemen- 
tioned four wins, there were three dou- 
ble-class winners, as well. Teddy Maier, 
Justin Brayton and D.J. Kunkel each 
took home a pair of 6-foot-tall champi- 
onship trophies. 

Gilmore cruised to victory in the 50cc 
(7-8), 50cc Open and 60cc (0-11) classes, 
but his most impressive ride came in a 
moto he did not even win. In the 60cc (6- 
9) action, Gilmore gated fourth, follow- 
ing Ronnie Morgan, Braden Parks and 
Nick Nelson. After the first turn, 
Gilmore blasted through the whoops to 
move past Nelson and Parks and into 
second place. Gilmore fell over in the 
next turn while looking ahead to Mor- 
gan, dropping back to 11th. By the end 
of the next lap, Gilmore had worked his 
way up to fifth but went down hard 
while charging through the same set of 
whoops. After remounting and clearing 
the cobwebs from the nasty get-off, 





, Gilmore set out on a Ryan Hughes-like 


charge to the front. With a bent bike, 
Gilmore passed all the way up to second 
place and was gaining on the front-run- 
ning Morgan when the checkered flag 
came down. The highly-anticipated 
showdown in moto two between Mor- 
gan and Gilmore, unfortunately, never 
took place, since an injury to Morgan 
prevented him from starting the second 
moto. 

While Gilmore holeshot the second 
moto and was never headed, a good bat- 
tle for second developed between Parks 
and Nelson. A bobble by Nelson 
allowed Parks to open the gap to about 
six seconds but, by the end of the race, 
the deficit had shrunk to four seconds. 
A slow-starting John Heinlein pushed 
his way into fourth after a mistake-free 
ride, but ran out of laps while running 
down Parks and Nelson. Gilmore took 
the overall with a 2-1 score. Parks, Nel- 
son, Kyle Sandage and Heinlein round- 


ed out the top five. 


In 50cc (4-6) action, Team Cobra's 
Jake Erickson and NCY/KTM-backed 
Ricky Draper reaffirmed that they are 
the ones to beat in the Midwest. Erick- 
son grabbed the holeshot in the first 
moto, with Draper and Kyle Ohland in 
tow. Draper rode Erickson's rear fender 
for a lap and the pair opened up a three- 
second lead over Ohland. Entering the 
whoops, Draper moved left in an effort 
to get around Erickson, but crashed 
while changing lines and did not 
remount until Ohland had zoomed by. 
Erickson was now long gone, and Drap- 
er would have to hurry to catch the 
speedy Ohland for second place. Draper 
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charged hard and, upon catching 
Ohland, began searching for a place to 
pass. With one lap to go, Ohland fell 
over and handed second to Draper. 
Ohland would recover to finish third, 
just ahead of Tuf Racing's Dalton 
Klimek. 

The title was on the line in moto two, 
and Erickson and Draper both needed 
the victory for the overall. Draper 
pulled a slight lead down the start 
straight and appeared to have the 
holeshot but chose the inside of turn 
one. Erickson railed the outside and 
entered the whoops in the lead, half a 
bike length ahead of Draper. The friend- 
ly rivals, who frequently compete head 
to head at Amateur nationals, checked 
out early. The pace was much faster 
than in moto one, and Erickson and 
Draper built up a seven-second lead 
over the pack after just two laps. Draper 
matched Erickson jump for jump and 
turn for turn but could make no serious 
pass attempt. Erickson rode flawlessly 
and, after Draper bobbled, finished first 
with two seconds to spare to take the 
championship. Draper's 2-2 gave him 
second overall, while Ohland's consis- 
tency paid off as his 3-3 secured third 
place honors. Klimek cruised in for 
another fourth-place showing and Bray- 
ton Ringsdorf's 5-5 rounded out the top 
five. €N

GREENVILLE, OH, AUG. 22 
G was just getting even with Beattie 
[e beating us up at Indy a month 
ago,” George Roeder II said after 
he derailed Steve Beattie's attempt to 
wrestle the first-ever 750cc Hot Shoe 
Championship from him (90-78). 
The Canadian racer would have to 
wait. 
“I just can't beat Geo here at 
Greenville. I came up a little bit short," 
Beattie said.

Beattie was not the only one who 
could not beat Roeder at the Treaty 
City / Darke County Fair Board event. 
The “Monroeville Rocket " has dominat- 
ed the pea-gravel facility for the past 
five years. 

The 600cc Expert event was owned 
by the ever-quiet and unassuming Ryan 
Brown. 

“It wasn't as easy as it looked - it's 
kinda slick, and I haven't ridden since 
Indy," Brown said. Fellow Michigander 
Jason Sentell followed Brown, with Cali- 
fornian Lonny Pauley in tow. Series 
points leader Ken Coolbeth finished 
fourth to pad his point total (125-95) 
over Pauley, with the two TT events in 
Washington remaining. 

The Pro-Am events belonged to the 
latest star from the Hayden stable 
Nicky Hayden. The 16-year-old kept the 
family tradition of winning alive. How- 
ever, although the battles belonged to 
Hayden, the 250cc war belonged to 
Mike McKee, whose year-long battle 
with Jeff Landrum came to an end at 
Greenville. McKee and Roeder would 
receive the first-ever Hot Shoe number- 
one plates to be worn in '98. The event 
at Greenville was part of the week-long 
Darke County Fair. 

With practice and scratch heats put 
to rest, the program began on schedule. 
McKee and Hayden dominated their 
250cc Pro-Am qualifiers. The pair of rac- 
ers would also win their 600cc heats, 
McKee with a time of 3:48.876 and Hay- 
den with a 3:49.237. Series points leader 
Tim Eades also earned a win with a time 
of 3:51.949, the slowest of the qualifiers. 

Pauley would win the fastest 
(3:46.865) of the three 600cc Expert qual- 
ifiers. 

"This surface is new to me," Pauley 
said. "California has hard-packed 
tracks." 

Brown and John Nickens earned 
front-row starts with their heat wins. 








As expected, Roeder won the first of 
the 750cc qualifiers, while Dave Ray- 
burn and Canadian Jim MclIlvena debat- 
ed the place position, with Rayburn 
emerging the victor. Bob Reis, Nick 
Daniels and Jerry Vanderkooi also 
earned their tickets to the main. 

The second 750cc qualifier was sup- 
posed to belong to Beattie, but someone 
forgot to tell rookie Expert Bryan 
Bigelow. The Michigan racer read the 
light and disappeared from the field. 
Beattie's efforts to run down Bigelow 
were hampered by a persistent Danny 
Koelsch, who is getting back into form 
after his '96 Eldora crash. Koelsch ran 
well before falling prey to Beattie and 
Josh Butler. The last two spots in the 
main would go to Kevin Sievers and 
Steve Gill. 

The 250cc Pro-Am final was brought 
to the line, with Hayden and McKee get- 
ting the first two starting spots. Hayden 
took the outside pole, with McKee at the 
inside. Hayden was too much for the 
field and disappeared on the Second 
Chance Auto Sales/Hart Racing/ TCR 
Rotax. Scott Clevenger held down third 
behind McKee. Phil Palmer was fourth, 
in front of Jeff Landrum and Jeremy 
Thompson. One of the best rides of the 
evening might have gone unnoticed, as 
Hayden and McKee outdistanced the 
field, but Phil Palmer moved through 
the field on an air-cooled, CR-engined 
mount. McKee's second-place finish 
consolidated his hold on the Hot Shoe 
series plate. Palmer wound up third 
after getting by Clevenger. The third 
place was noteworthy not so much 
because of the aged mount as because of 
the Indiana racer's battle with brain can- 
cer. Palmer's sporadic appearances at 
racing events in '97 are due to medical 
treatments that have the cancer in remis- 
sion. 

The Pro-Am racers took a break 


while the Experts performed in their . 


600cc main. Pauley started the selection 
process from the outside pole. Brown 
read the light and was the only one with 
a clean face shield after one lap of the 
main. Brown would dominate the event 
on his White Brothers/K&M/AFAM 
Rotax. Meanwhile, Sentell worked hard 
from a less-than-desirable start. 


“I was pinched off at the start and 
was eighth or ninth after the first lap," 
Sentell said. 

By the halfway point, Sentell had 
worked his way past Claude Racine, 
Nickens, Joe Kopp and Coolbeth. Sen- 
tell's drive would carry him past Pauley 
for a distant second behind Brown. 

The Pro-Am racers took to the slick 
surface for the second time during their 
600cc main. Tim McKee had the outside 
pole, but Chris Huss. won the race to the 
first turn. Hayden's forceful but smooth 
style would not be denied. With the 
crossed flags displayed, Hayden had the 
event in hand. McKee got the better of 
Huss for the place position. The 
Greenville event was not good for series 
leader Tim Eades. The elder Eades gated 
in the rear of the field and finished sev- 
enth. Tim's younger brother, Joe, fared a 
bit better with a fifth-place run. Hay- 
den's finishes in the Pro-Am events 
assured him of his Expert status for the 
remainder of the '97 season. 

"I'm really happy to win two classes 
today," said the soft-spoken Kentucky 
racer. 

The fair's capacity crowd was about 
to witness why Roeder is the current 
owner of the Ohio pea-gravel tracks 
with his Roeder's H-D/Adkins Rac- 
ing/KK Supply entry. Roeder went to 
the top of the track right from the start, 
with Beattie following him. The two 
quickly distanced themselves from the 
battle for third. Bigelow and Rayburn 
battled for the third position before Ray- 
burn brought out the red flag with a get- 
off in turn two with four laps to go. 

Beattie and Bigelow would have 
another shot at Roeder, but they would 
fare no better - the veteran Roeder gated 
perfectly and retook the lead and the 
win. Beattie and Bigelow earned their 
places in the winner's circle. For Roeder, 
it was sweet victory. 

“I couldn't do anything wrong," 
Roeder said. "I wish all of the National 
guys came here instead of Hager- 
stown!" €N

Dayton, 
who was moving up from a last-place start, used 
that momentum to work through the pack to 
secure second. 

After finishing 10th in the first moto, Boe 
Southworth nailed the holeshot in moto two, but 
it was again Foster's destiny to win - he traded a 
third-place start for the lead during the opening 
lap. A slippery track from a continuing drizzle 
put a damper on aggressive riding, and Foster, 
Southworth and Pilgrim rode to preserve their 
positions at the moto's end. Foster won the over- 
all with a two-moto sweep, Pilgrim secured sec- 
ond with 3-3 motos, and Dayton's 2-4 motos net- 
ted him third overall.

Mullins mauls 
Cahokia Creek Hillclimb

WHITE CITY, IL, JULY 16 
Steve “Moon” Mullins posted the fast time and 
scored double wins at the Cahokia Creek Dirt 
Riders night hillclimb. Becky Williams, the only 
woman rider, claimed two class wins in the 85cc 
Youth and 200cc classes. 

Mullins’ fast time came in the Senior class, 
where he posted a come-from-behind victory. 


Bob Fisher, riding for the first time since suffer- - 


ing season-interrupting injuries in July, had 
turned in the class leading time of 2.636 seconds 
on his first ride on his big Harley, which was 
just slightly quicker than Mullins, who carded a 
2.666 on his 1105cc Kawasaki. In the second- 
round action, Fisher was even faster with a 
2.559-second run, but Gayle Jenkins was even 
faster on his Honda with a fine 2.542-second 
effort. Mullins was up to the challenge, howev- 
er, as he flew over the 100-foot hill in a blistering 
2.387 seconds to take both the class win and the 
Fast Time trophy. Tom Compton and Craig 
DeHart turned in good second-round runs of 
2.607 and 2.659 seconds, respectively, on their 
Kawasakis to close out the top five. 

Mullins also rode well in the Open class, 
coming from behind again to overtake Fisher for 
the win. Fisher turned a fast 2.654-second time 
on his first-round ride on his Sportster to take 
the lead, ahead of Mullins, who stopped the 
clock at 2.872 seconds. On the second ride, how- 
ever, Mullins blasted over the top in 2.450 sec- 
onds to claim the lead. Fisher also beat his first 
ride, but his 2.594-second time was just short of 
the win. Randy Green carded a nice 2.611-sec- 
ond time to take third, and Tom Compton's 
2.662-second time was good for fourth. Jerrod 
Lindquist joined the top five with a 2.862-second 
run. 
Williams, from Georgetown, Illinois, had one 
of her best nights in hillclimbing. Her first win 
came in the 85cc Youth class, where her 3.462- 
second ride on her KX80 in the second round 
overtook Ottawa's Jacob Bailey, who claimed 
the first-round lead on his Yamaha with a good 
3.831-second time. Jared Hayes delivered a nice 
first-round time of 4.156 seconds on his KX80 for 
third place, and Opdyke’s Riley Mullins claimed 
fourth place on his Yamaha with a 4.690-second 
time. 

Williams’ second win came in the highly 
competitive 200cc class, where her 3.007-second 
ride on her KX125 overtook National number 
two, Anthony DeHart, who had delivered a 
round-one, class-leading 3.303-second time. 
National number nine, Scott Sheets, also slipped 
in under DeHart’s time as he posted a 3.255-sec- 
ond time on his second ride to take the second- 
place trophy. Adam Wright claimed fourth place 
on his Kawasaki with a 3.360-second first-round 
ride, while Neal Straughsbaugh took fifth on his 
CR125 in 3.474 seconds.

Yezek returns at

F&S Racing/JT/Dunlop-backed Davey Yezek 
returned to racing after a six-month layoff due 
to a broken back to win the 125cc Pro class and 
finish second in the 250cc Pro class at round 
three of the Action Sports Summer Series.

McAllister's the man 
at Ballzee Motocross

Kawasaki-mounted Nick McAllister out of 
South Carolina may not have been in the top 
three for overall series positions in the final 
round of the Ballzee Grand Championship 
Motocross Series, but that didn't stop him from 
winning the 250cc B and Unlimited classes.

These two battled their way in 
for a third and fourth, respectively, over Eric 
Cox. 

McAllister came back to win the second out- 
ing of Unlimited action, and again the battle 
came down to McAllister and Ring. The two led 
the 18-rider field from the start and broke away 
into their own battle that would see an eight-sec- 
ond gap open up between them and the third- 
place ride of Creech. Creech was doing all he 
could to keep Charles Hicks, Auteri and Cox at 
bay. 

"xs the moto was starting to wear down, so 
was Ring - but McAllister looked to be getting 
stronger with each passing moto, and it showed 
as he began to pull away from Ring. McAllister 
took a fine win over Ring, securing another 
overall win to go along, with his easy win over 
the 250cc B class. The battle for third was not 
decided until the late stages of the Unlimited 
race, when Cox put the hammer down and 
moved past both Auteri and Hicks for third and 
third overall on the day. Fourth went to Auteri 
in both the moto and the overall, with Creech 
holding onto fifth.

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Wheeler wins

RAMONA, CA, AUG. 29-31 

Pit Pro/Suzuki/FMF-backed Chris Wheeler 
dominated the 250cc Pro ranks with wins in 
both motos at the California Mini Motorcycle 
Club's (CMMC) 12th annual Mini Nationals at 
Barona Oaks Raceway. This annual event is 
used by the nonprofit organization to dissemi- 
nate the season's profits. Prizes this year tallied 
nearly $30,000, which was split among the 259 
riders broken into 36 classes throughout the 
three-day extravaganza. Besides the high-caliber 
motocross action provided, the event proved to 
be a manufacturer /distributor showcase, and 
those in attendance were also treated to evening 
entertainment in the form of a disc jockey, as 
well as a dunk tank and games. 

Wheeler got off the line first in moto one and 
used the clear track to his advantage as he dis- 
tanced himself from Motoworld / ZLT / FMF- 
backed Dustin Nelson, who was busy holding 
off Applied/Bill's Pipes/Zing-backed Tim Beat- 
ty. Beatty remained a threat to Nelson for sever- 
al laps but, in the end, Nelson was able to pull 
ahead for a solid second-place finish. Wheeler 
then won the second moto to lock up the overall 
win ahead of Nelson and Beatty. 

Wheeler also took repeat wins in the 125cc 
(16-25) Open division. Wheeler then looked as if 
he would make a clean sweep of his events by 
winning the first 125cc Expert moto. However, 
in the second round, Wheeler saw Pro 
Circuit /Spy /Suzuki-backed Jiri Dostal get off 
the line first. Dostal held the lead throughout the 
race, with Wheeler closing in with each lap. 
With two laps to go, Wheeler made his move in 
a tight left-hander after a triple. Wheeler cut 
inside, only to get his front wheel crossed up, 
which caused Wheeler to step over the bars on 
his way to the ground. Wheeler remounted for 
second but Dostal was long gone, earning the 
overall win over Wheeler and Andy Harrington. 

NCY / Alpinestars / Thor-sponsored Sean 
Hamblin easily took home the 80cc Expert cash 
but, while riding out front, missed the great rac- 
ing action between RP Racing /]T /Gatorz- 
backed Billy Laninovich and Bell/R&D Rac- 
ing/Thor-sponsored Ross Garcia. In the first 
round, Garcia edged out Laninovich, but when 
the gate dropped in the next round, things really 
heated up. 

Laninovich got the early jump, with Garcia 
shadowing him closely. Garcia was able to pull 
alongside Laninovich and actually take the lead 
near the end of the moto. Laninovich retook the 
position the final time by hammering through 
the whoops and, once out front, Laninovich 
quickly put some breathing room between him- 
self and Garcia. 

In Supermini action, Garcia came out on top 
with a 2-1 showing. Laninovich edged out Gar- 
cia in the first moto and also battled with Sean 
Hamblin until Hamblin retired with mechanical 
woes. In the second moto, Garcia got out front 
early and left Laninovich to race with Hamblin. 
At the checkered flag, it was Garcia, Hamblin 
and Laninovich.

Hedrick heads up

Marcus Hedrick scored two 250cc Pro main- 
event wins in the final weekend of the Greens- 
boro Stadium-Style Motocross Racing Series.

ally mentioned to me that he had 

heard a strong rumor that the 
Gainesville National would no longer be 
a part of the AMA National Champi- 
onship Motocross Series. While news of 
the swirling rumor certainly caught me 
off guard, I wasn't too surprised, as a 
number of key players in American 
motocross have certainly had it out for 
Gainesville for a very long time. 

Commonly referred to as the 
"Orphan National," Gainesville was the 
much maligned, non-sequitur of U.S. 
motocross. You see, for certain reasons, 
primarily due to logistics and the self- 
serving interests of a certain promoter 
group, the so-called "Gatorback Nation- 
al" was slotted into an early March 
schedule position - smack in the middle 
of the AMA Supercross Series. 

And with that, year in and year out 
(right around the time of the annual 
Atlanta Supercross), the howling and 
complaining would begin to be heard 
from the manufacturers, riders, mechan- 
ics and team managers. "Why in hell 
would a National be held deep in the 
throes of the supercross season?!” they 
would rant and rave. "The second 
National of the year doesn't even take 
place until May! Our bikes aren't even 
close to being sorted out for the outdoor 
circuits!" 

For all intents and purposes, they 
were right. But that doesn't mean 
Gainesville wasn't an intriguing and 
cool breath of fresh air for thousands of 
American motocross fans. 

While no one will argue that the 
AMA Supercross series is the most pro- 
lific and prestigious off-road motorcycle 
racing series in the world, to die-hard 
motocross enthusiasts, the true begin- 
ning of the new season was marked by 
the starting gate hitting the dirt at 
Gainesville. Since 1984, when it replaced 
the Sacramento-based Hangtown 
National as the series opener, the Gator- 
back National in Gainesville, Florida, 
‘has launched the AMA National Cham- 
pionship Motocross Series into the new 
season. 

Out of the smoky, klieg-lit, beer- 
soaked stadiums for a short spell, 
Gainesville took place in the true "great 
outdoors." Etched out of a long-aban- 
doned limestone quarry, the Gatorback 
circuit - located in north central Florida - 
had evolved over the years into an 
eccentric, wheel-eating mix of sand, 
hardpack, whoops, square-edged holes, 
drop-offs, elevator jumps and high- 
speed sweeper turns. Wind, rain, heat, 


| ate last week, Roger DeCoster casu- 


mud, humidity, 35-minute motos, jer- 
seys flapping in the breeze, and a 
breathtaking 40-rider charge into the 
first turn were all part of the mystique 
of Gainesville's 14-year-old classic 
motocross "soul." 

And perhaps more than anything, 
Gainesville marked the true beginning 
of the second season of American 
motocross. Typically slated to run the 
first week in March, the geographically 
friendly Gainesville National bridged 
the gap between the Atlanta and Day- 
tona Supercross events when the stadi- 
um series made its annual swing 
through the southeastern region of the 
nation. The Atlanta Supercross, normal- 
ly scheduled as the sixth or seventh 
round of the AMA Supercross series, is - 
more often than not - the harbinger of 
the ultimate outcome of the year's 
supercross championship chase. In other 
words, from the perspective of the racer, 
if you're not doing well by the time the 
circus hits the Georgia Dome, it's going 
to be a long-ass haul of a season. 

That's where Gainesville came into 
play. The Florida National provided all 
American racers with a new lease on 
life: a chance to start the season from a 
blank sheet of paper. Everyone was tied 
in points when the gate dropped at 
Gatorback. 

However, what really got me think- 
ing about Gainesville recently wasn't so 
much DeCoster's news, but an old mag- 
azine I stumbled upon over the week- 
end. Within were a number of pictures 
from the 1989 Gainesville National - a 


National that in one afternoon sent the 


secular world of American motocross 
spinning on its axis. 

So in order to pay homage to the 
great event, despite some of the unfortu- 
nate - and understandable - negativity 
shrouding it, the time felt right to speak 
of the watershed race that in many ways 
personified the unique and quirky 
Gatorback National. | 

The 1989 Gainesville National was, 
by numerous accounts, arguably the 
most epic and eventful one ever held in 
the United States of America. By the 
time the sun set over the north central 


Florida circuit that March afternoon, the : 


sport's number-one rider was left with a 
broken wrist and a ruined career; a 
Frenchman, riding a basically stock 
motorcycle - with a few bolted-on Pro 
Circuit aftermarket parts - had beaten 
the Americans for the first time in over a 
decade; and two young rookies had 
dominated the proceedings in the 
rough-and-tumble 125cc class. 


During Sunday morning's 250cc 
National practice session, Rick Johnson, 
who had won the first five supercross 
events of the 1989 season, pointed his 
factory Honda at a small uphill jump 
and rolled on the throttle. At the same 
time, Texas privateer Danny Storbeck 
took aim at the jump. Somehow, some- 
way, Storbeck got cross-rutted and 
launched over the jump out of shape. 
Johnson, who had hit the obstacle at 
roughly the same time, ended up in the 
young Texan's path and the two collid- 
ed in midair. The ensuing collision 
resulted in Johnson having his wrist 
snapped by the privateer's errant 
Honda. Johnson hit the ground - his 


` day over on the spot. In fact, the inci- 


dent would ultimately sabotage John- 
son's entire season (at which time he 
held a commanding lead in the AMA 
Supercross Series points standings). 
Moreover, whether or not people are 
willing to admit it, Johnson was never 
the same after the Gainesville crash as, 
sadly, he could never return to the same 
level which saw him completely domi- 
nate the sport in the years prior. For all 
intents and purposes, the infamous 
Gainesville incident was the beginning 
of the end for Johnson's stranglehold on 
the sport. 

The minute Johnson entered the 
ambulance at Gatorback Cycle Park, his 
new teammate Jeff Stanton was immedi- 
ately cast into the role of Team Honda's 
main player. He would not let them 
down. However, the outcome of that 
morning's shocking events led to anoth- 
er stunning development. Jean-Michel 
Bayle, a 125cc World Champion from 
France, who had come to America at his 
own expense in order to learn from the 
then-omnipotent Yankees, was about to 
set the motocross world on its collective 
head. Supported by Honda's Roger 
DeCoster and Pro Circuit Racing's 
Mitch Payton, Bayle lined up for the 
first moto eager to capitalize on R.J.'s 
sudden exodus. Meanwhile, on the 
parade lap, Jeff Stanton's factory Honda 
was having problems coming to terms 
with its spark plug. With just a few sec- 
onds to spare, the Honda technicians 
got the bike - and fouled plug - correct- 
ed, and Stanton got out of the hole with 
a dazzling holeshot. It wouldn't last 
long. Bayle, who had managed a clean 
start, set out after Stanton and, upon 
reaching his red rear fender, motored 
past to win the moto by more than 30 
seconds. Shockingly, the Americans had 
been beaten by a relatively unknown 
Frenchman. In the second moto, once

the pack sorted itself out, Jeff Ward 
waltzed off into the distance with a 
clean, convincing moto win. Ward 
would cross the line ahead of Stanton 
and French import Bayle - whose third- 
place finish assured him the overall vic- 
tory. While the magnitude of the day's 
events had not yet been fully compre- 
hended and digested, Johnson's serious 
injury coupled with Bayle's astounding, 
unexpected overall victory would ulti- 
mately leave indelible marks on the his- 
tory of American motocross. 

Not to be outdone, the 125cc class 
was also a thriller. In the first moto, 16- 
year-old Yamaha rookie Damon Brad- 
shaw took the measure of the division's 
old guard of Guy Cooper, Erik Kehoe 
and George Holland, blitzing to a huge- 
ly impressive moto win. Moreover, a 
cast of aggressive and talented young 
racers chased Bradshaw all the way 
home. Larry Ward, Mike LaRocco, Jeff 
Mataisevich and Mike Kiedrowski also 
garnered striking results in the first 
moto at Gatorback. To many insiders, 
the rise to prominence of the aforemen- 
tioned group of young riders was a sign 
of the times that the guard was about to 
change in American motocross. In the 
second moto, Mike Kiedrowski and his 
number-762-factory Honda stomped off 
with the moto victory, and with it his 
first overall National win. As fate would 
have it, the two outstanding rookies, 
Bradshaw and Kiedrowski, would fight 
each other to the bitter end for the '89 
125cc championship. Ultimately, the 
"MX Kied” would claim the 1989 AMA 
125cc National Championship number- 
one plate - to replace his misleading 
number 762 - at Unadilla in mid-Octo- 
ber. 

If the rumor of Gainesville's demise 
is, in fact, true, it's a sad state of affairs 
when a venue that has staged such epic 
moments in the history of American 
motocross is boarded up and closed 
down for business. While the true story 
of what has led Gainesville to the brink 
of doom may never be told (word has it 
that it may be replaced by a supercross 
event in either New Orleans or Tampa), 
I'm going to go out on a limb here and 
proclaim that, come the first week in 
March, if the Gainesville National is not 
on the schedule, a number of people are 
going to be very bummed that the U.S. 
motocross circus won't be setting up the 
big tent in the hallowed and funky rock 
quarry. Too bad. Sometimes it's hard to 
face reality. CN
